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SINCE the last Edition of the "Advertisers' Guardian" 
was published just over twelve months ago, it is 
pleasing to know that a great awakening among 
advertisers has taken place, and there is every evidence that 
advertising is to rank in the near future as one of the leading 
professions of the 20th Century. It is an acknowledged fact 
that until quite recently advertising has been carried on, 
except in one or two notable instances, in a way which 
could only bring very inadequate returns, and there has been 
few, if any, reliable sources where advertisers could go for 
information as to how to start on a successful Advertising 
Campaign without first groping in the dark, and buying far 
too dearly that experience which is so necessary to all 
engaged in this most profitable (when scientifically con- 
ducted) branch of a modern business. It has been stated that 
only one in twenty of all the advertising schemes succeed, 
and this has unfortunately proved far too true, not because the 
nineteen schemes were unworkable, but because advertisers 
have a knack of ** thinking they understand it all," and 
commence without any matured or properly defined plan. 
In this way I have seen thousands of pounds utterly and 
irretrievably lost, which might have been the means of 
working up a sound and lasting connection, which would 
have formed the keystone to an immense and successful 
business. 

In other instances I have seen firms start on questionable 
schemes which have made within two or three years a small 
fortune, but which have brought the advertiser into general 
disrepute, so that there was no continuity to their business, 
and in the end they have been a miserable failure. Again, I 
have seen advertisers with a really good selling line creep 
along in fear and trembling until another firm started boldly 
advertising the same goods, so that the original firm lost the 
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greatest chance that ever came to the lot of any advertiser. 
Yes, advertising is a vast problem, but when conducted in a 
well-advised and thoroughly considered plan, is one of the 
most pleasing, fascinating, and profitable branches of a 
business that any man can throw his energy into. It is with 
the object of helping intending Advertisers that this year I 
have endeavoured to treat the subject from a wider standpoint, 
and discuss the pitfalls to which they are all liable. It is past 
my comprehension why British firms allow foreigners to 
come over into this country as they do, and work up businesses 
of gigantic proportions. In some branches of trade, notably 
the bicycle trade, this influx of foreign competition has been 
successfully combated, and in other instances, such as made-up 
woollen goods, we are getting back our own, and if English 
firms would all go about it in the right way, there is no doubt 
but that in a very short time the out-put of our Factories 
would be more than doubled. Why should we delay our 
efforts till forced to move by competition ? Why not be the 
first in the field so that you have the whole trade well supplied 
and the public so accustomed to your name and goods that any 
would-be competitor could only with difficulty follow in your 
particular line of trade. No business is ever long without 
competition, but such a start is more often than not the means 
of netting some thousands of pounds which would otherwise 
have to be divided ? Every method to bring goods of British 
make before British purchasers must be adopted, and I venture 
to say that one of the most important is a proper Advertising 
Campaign. 

I trust that the information to be derived from the 
following pages will be the means of encouraging many of 
our English manufacturers to think out the desirability of 
extending their out-put by this unlimited method. Such 
articles as "The Mail Order Trade," **The Follow-up System," 
"American Advertising," "South African Prospects," "Trade- 
Marks," and "Law in Advertising," should prove particularly 
interesting and instructive.

The Artist, 
Author, Engraver, and as Mr. Warren has shown you in another part 
of this book, even the lawyer and the judge may take a very important 
part. It has been proved over and over again that brains, and brains 
of the highest order, are required to carry advertising to its highest 
perfection. Take for instance the builder in a provincial town, who 
found local trade slow. What did he do? Why, he engaged the 
services of some of the most well-known architects to supply plans and 
designs for some unique mantel-pieces that were superior to any 
mantel-pieces ever made. He copyrighted the design. Advertised 
them in conjunction with the Architects' names in papers appealing 
to high-class families. So novel was the plan that he succeeded from 
the start. From this he worked in the same way on to garden 
furniture, such as antique Sun-dials, Summer-houses, &c. The 
illustrations were so charming and quaint to look upon that people who 
prided themselves on their garden and grounds, could not resist the 
temptation of having one put up on their estate. In this way the 
small builder in a provincial town was, with the aid of men of 
experience, able to build up an immense connection throughout the 
kingdom. 
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Every trade is open to this kind of development, and during the 
next few years we have every reason to believe there will be a great 
number of new firms enter into the advertising field, for with all the 
facilities at one's command, no firm be should satisfied with a merely 
local trade. One thing should always be borne in mind — Never start 
out on an advertising campaign without first having well matured your 
plans. These plans can only be put on a proper footing with the aid 
of a man who has served an apprenticeship in the advertising business. 
However clever an advertiser may be, he never knows it all, and one 
little slip may lose him hundreds of pounds. 

The best way is to put the whole matter into the hands of a 
reliable agent, who makes a business and a study of it, and who can 
suggest the best methods of obtaining the greatest desirable publicity. 

There is no saving in a firm doing the advertising themselves, but 
very often the contrary. There would be no saving in the head of a 
great firm carrying coals up from the cellar, or running out to the Post 
Office with the parcels. 

In fact the constant study of client's interests becomes a sort of 
nightmare, and one wakes up from that with the thought, ^'that 
would be a fine idea for so-and-so's advertisement," or, '* Ha, that 
would just suit that other client exactly." The ^ent is not deterred 
from making suggestions to advertisers by the fact that every idea 
suggested is not taken up and worked for all it is worth. It is the 
agent's business to originate plans, and if one does not suit then some 
others must be prepared. 

The whole resources of these offices are at the command of 
intending advertisers, and we are here to give our advice free of charge, 
and best aid to those who write us on their business note-heading, or 
who call. 

Since the last issue of the " Advertisers* Guardian" was published, 
a most important addition has been made to our business.

When an advertiser is doing an extensive business, it is quite 
impossible for him to superintend all the details the subject demands. 
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A few of this Agency's designs will be found herein commencing 
on page 109, and the author of this book is always ready to suggest 
ideas to present and prospective clients. To seize upon a passing 
incident and embody it in a sketch, always makes a timely and taking 
advertisement. A notable example of this is the well-known ** Camel " 
of the Blick Typewriter Company. 

Mr. Lionel James, who, as Reuter's correspondent, accompanied 
the Sirdar through the Soudan to Khartoum, used a certain typewriting 
machine, which was so portable that it was actually worked by the 
correspondent on the back of camel in sight of the enemy. 




This illustration was made for the Company by this agency. The 
idea ^^ caught on " with the public immediately, and the publication of 
it in advertisements all over the world has been very beneficial to the 
Company. In fact, this " Camel " advertisement has been the most 
popular of the year. The agents of other companies said it gave them 
the hump. 

Newspapers and magazines are the best media for advertisements, 
and a careful selection of those suited to your goods will bring fair 
returns. This is first-class advertising. I have never thought much of 
that form which exhausts itself in splashes on vacant walls, or on tram- 
cars and omnibuses. As an addition to regular newspaper advertising 
that sort of thing has its place, but in itself it is a poor thing. 

It causes a feeling akin to nausea, to see the figure you have 
admired and loved in your favourite magazine, as " One of Mellin's 
Babies/' when magnified a thousand times, and plastered on a wall 
near your suburban residence. 

You walk down to the railway station, and every here and there 
you meet a gigantic blot of ink, green, grey, or some other colour, with 
the maker's name cut into the blot in white letters — it may be a striking 
advertisement, but it is very questionable taste. I should prefer an ink 
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which would not blot so freely. Oa the way to the station you will 
often see an instance of the man who has in his shop window a card 
saying, "Our customers are our best advertisement," or the more 
sentimental merchant who says, " We are advertised by our loving 
friends ;" but this will never do, you only want to buy a pair of shoes, 
for instance, not to advertise them for the merchant, nor even to be his 
*' loving friend," so you pass by to the well-known advertiser's shop. 

A small beginning often results in a greatly increasing business. 
There are but few firms nowadays who launch boldly out at once, and 
begin by saying to the agent, " Spend ;;^2,ooo in the next three months, 
and we will judge by the results as to continuing the advertisements." 
Though that is a plan which has many advantages, the successful 
advertisers of to-day generally begin in a very moderate way, and 
increase as the usefulness of the advertising becomes more apparent. 



All Round the World. 

Referring to the Advertisers' Map of the World, on page 10, this 
should interest anyone wishing to reach the most distant parts of the 
world with their announcements, and to place advertisements so as to 
reach those rapidly growing districts and the most recently opened 
markets. Many advertisers are finding the markets of Australia, Cape 
Town, South America, and New Zealand prove very profitable; Canada, 
having a low Customs Duty, compared to the United States, ought to 
be a very good field, and, with regard to South Africa, an exhaustive 
article will be found on pages 55, 56, 57, 58, 59, which deals expressly 
with future prospects there. 

Great facilities are offered by the Foreign Parcels Post. For 
instance, a suit of clothes, or a lady's dress in a cardboard box, may be 
sent for fivt shillings to New Westminster, Canada, 3,000 miles across 
the sea, and then 3,000 miles further by railway. These customers, 
6,000 miles away, are obtained by Advertising. 

There is a difference of opinion in regard to advertising for foreign 
trade, some inclining to extensive display in local publications, while 
others think that a paper " all the way from London " carries more 
weight in these localities, and that a good advertisement in a good 
paper, having a foreign clientele^ will be more effective. There is good 
reason for this view of it, because the distant residents of Oklahoma, or 
the Cariboo Country, are as attentive followers of the fashions as any- 
body in the West End, and they want to know what is " the style " in 
London. A comparatively small sum, invested in some of the largely 
circulated papers, may in this way bring good results. Or in the 
standard Magazines a two-inch advertisement is sometimes very effective, 
especially with a good illustration. 

You cannot always tell where a good advertisement will strike. 
The writer knows of one-eighth page in the Strand Magazine^ given by 
an Indiarubber house in Manchester, which resulted, amongst other 
things, in an order for rubber clothing for the whole Police Force of 
the Island of Barbadoes. 
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BEAUTY IN PHOTOGRAPHY 
AS APPLIED TO ADVERTISING. 



Beauty artistically photographed for amalgamating with advertise- 
ments appeals to all classes, whether relative to soap, dress-goods, or 
motor cars. Great advance has been made in relation to pictorial 
advertising of late years, but it is only until recently that an artistic 
development has been made whereby to embody a reproduction of the 
actual user with the actual article in a representation on paper to 
the public. It is this endeavour to portray the natural phase of things, 
not the supernatural — which, alas, has so often spoilt an article of 
merit — that has brought about the excellent change and improvement 
alluded to. 

The subject of illustrated advertising is one which demands every 
care and consideration, because, if you are spending good money, you 
should get the greatest possible help for ensuring increased return on 
your outlay. In dealing with artistic photographs, posed expressly 
with the view of their suitability for talking to the public in behalf of 
the article they are intended to advertise, great care has to be bestowed 
in regard to getting the right idea, the right feature, and the right 
posture. The whole thing must be a homogeneous mass of pleasantry, 
of natural every-day life, as applied to or for the specified article being 
so advertised. 

Hitherto, facilities for the accomplishment of this class of work 
have been severely restricted, in fact, they were almost non-existent. 
At one time it was thought as a thing absurd to even expect to be dble 
to get the natural method faithfully reproduced in an advertisement, — 
but necessity knows no law, and the establishment of a special studio 
in London enables beauty in photography being applied to advertising 
in a true and natural sense.

Neither pose nor expression 
is repeated in successive pictures, therefore, users of these photographs 
are always certain of having an advertisement picture that is original, 
smart, and unique — one which will create a large and high-class 
demand for the article thus advertised. Ordinary models are not 
employed, — they are artistes, and the variety, refinement, and, above 
all, the originality and skill used in the posing and lighting of the 
photographs make them a most remunerative investment. 

Just cast your eye back to the previous page. Is it not a most 
inviting proposition ? Does it not entice you to find out what it is all 
about? Do you not, right now, want to know what that lady has to 
tell you ? Could you pass over such an attractive and inviting appeal 
without first investigating the proposals that may be held out in type 
underneath the picture ? 

No, I think not. Your mind has been made receptive by this 
charming pose, and you are willing to learn the tale the advertisement 
may have to impart. You were naturally pleased in the first instance, 
and it therefore follows that the proposition, provided it is worded in 
terms appropriate to its surroundings, will leave a favourable impression 
on your receptive mind — made receptive^ although it may have been 
quite involuntary primary. 

Thus is the moral of influence drawn, and the value of natural 
pose accompanied by beauty in form and expression appreciated. 
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ANIMATED ADVERTISING. 



The new order takes the place of the old. New methods are 
inaugurated and old ones improved. The whole endeavour of this 
age is to get the better of the previous best as quick as possible ; most 
of the new ways are better, but some are not. 
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One ot the most recent innovations pertinent to the subject of 
good advertising is that interesting instrument named the Biogen. it 
is an absolute new feature that has been applied to publicity progress, 
and is proving a most successful invention. 

Most people are aware of what an animated picture is — call it 
a cinematograph, bioscope, or what you will. Animated pictures are 
obtained by extremely rapid photographic impressions of motion, thus 
procuring a representation of the very movement of life. The Biogen 
is an adaptation of that same process to the developments and require- 




ments of advertising. This instrument consists of a polished wood 
Cabinet, 3 feet high and 3 feet broad, with a rounded front. The 
illustration on previous page will give an idea of its construction. Set 
in front are four large lenses, through which the tableau may be seen ; 
by this arrangement the pictures are visible to a great number of people 
at the same time. 

The following will give an instance with which the ease and sim- 
plicity of the Biogen is worked. Photographs are contained on reels, 
which on being placed inside the Biogen and made to revolve rapidly 
before the eye, produce the illusion of life-likeness 3 the fitting in of 
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these reels is most simple. Indeed, the strong point is that the whole 
mechanism is free from complications, and can be easily managed by 
unaccustomed hands. The reels are just lifted out or in and made to 
revolve by moving a small lever. No special knowledge or special 
skill are required, and the workings of the Biogen may be easily 
controlled by anyone to whom it is entrusted for display purposes. 
The power required to run the Biogen is supplied by a small electric 
motor inside the machine, which can be attached to the mains where 
incandescent current is available. Where such current is not available 




a hot-air motor can be used instead. It will be observed that the 
Biogen is not an expensive machine requiring peculiar circumstances 
or fittings for its proper display, it can practically be placed anywhere, 
and as it is as effective by day as by night, it may be used at any time. 
The illustrations which we produce will give some idea of the 
nature of the advertisement to which the Biogen has been adapted. 
For instance, one of the photographs represents three young ladies 
whose blouses are made of **Club** flannel, a product of Messrs. 
Robt. R. Buck and Sons, Atlas Works, Carlisle ; these young ladies go 
through the evolution of club exercise in the ordinary and natural

form. One of the Biogen instruments with this series of photos and 
a set embodying pictures, representing the advantages over another sort, 
of ** Atlas " flannel (also made by Messrs. Robert R. Buck's), has been 
through a very successful campaign of an agency circuit ; that is to say, 
Messrs. Buck and Sons allowed their agents in each town, where 
represented, to place the Biogen in the window, or other convenient 
spot visible from the street, and so create local excitement, interest, 
and demand for the particular goods. We cannot imagine a better 
scheme for supporting and advancing the agents' endeavours to push 
the manufacturers' products. If the strictest economy must be 
observed, and having no regard to the lapse of time, one Biogen can 
be made to tour practically every town throughout Great Britain. 

Another photo will be observed, in which is represented a 
gentleman holding aloft, with approving smile, a bottle of Charles

Heidsieck's champagne. This is the final scene of a moving little 
drama concerning the ills that flesh is heir to. The individual now so 
smilmg is, when introduced to the inquisitive public by the Biogen, a 
very sick individual indeed. His air is one of extreme dejection, and 
of one completely broken down. He sits at luncheon but he cannot 
eat. His shaking hand supports his fevered head, and he moves aside 
pettishly the viands with which a sympathetic waiter seeks to tempt his 
poor appetite. The waiter at last brings a bottle of Charles Heidsieck's 
champagne. A moment of hesitation and the sufl'erer drinks a 
glassful. A certain thrill of returning health is discernible, a brighten- 
ing of the eye.

The foregoing is sufficient to show how ingenious the method is, 
and what results may be expected from it. As a matter of display 
advertisement it is almost ideally perfect It combines the two great 
requirements of conspicuousness and constant novelty. The picture, of 
course, can be changed to an indefinite extent. The methods of making 
up tableau may be improved in a variety of ways. There is always an 
opening for the ingenuity of individual advertisers. 

With regard to the preparation of photographic series, by which 
these interesting tableaux are produced, there is a large studio in the 
West End of London where this special work is done. The producers 
have at their command a number of ladies and gentlemen connected, 
as may be imagined, with the profession, who are skilled in the 
assuming of character and the expression of emotion ; who are in fact 
trained in the work they have to perform for the production of the 
tableaux. These individuals are grouped in the studio, suitably 
costumed, and framed in surroundings suitable to the particular 
requirement, and they go through whatever pantomime may be required 
of them, during which the faithful biograph camera is accumulating 
impressions of them at the rate of 3,000 per minute, and from these 
photographs are the reels made. 

Wherever this mode of advertising is used it is bound to attract 
public attention. It is sure to be talked about. The advantages of 
the Biogen, for its advertising methods, are obvious. It is a method 
both arrestive and vivid. In addition, it has the saving grace of a 
novelty — of being something new in a day when there are probably 
very few absolutely new things under the sun. Furthermore, it need 
never grow stale, the Biogen can always be new. Age cannot wither 
nor custom stale its infinite variety — its variety is as infinite as the 
ingenuity of man to invent new tableaux. Therefore, all things con- 
sidered, this idea is one calculated to bring in an excellent return on 
any expenditure made on such an instrument as that which we have 
just detailed. The more lively your force is in advertising, the quicker 
are the public liable to appreciate what you are telling them. This is an 
age of great mobility in almost all phases of life, and ^' Animated 
Advertising" is certainly one of the means towards keeping up the 
reputation of the present age.

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THE VALUE OF ORIGINAL IDEA IN 
ADVERTISING. 



That imitation is sincerest flattery has long since become a truism, 
and to nothing does this better apply than to advertising. A new idea 
makes an involuntary impression, and the better impression it makes 
on the reader, the sooner he is likely to become a customer. 

Imitation of successful ideas and bright, catchy words in advertis- 
ing is not only nauseating, but positively valueless in making a good 
impression. No better illustration of this can be had than the Uneeda 
biscuit '* ad." When this idea first appeared it was like a new sovereign 
right from the mint — bright, original, and full of meaning. It made a 
deep and lasting impression. People said, ** That is one of the best 
things I ever saw." It made the article advertised famous, and the 
word " Uneeda " was on a thousand tongues. Then the apes and 
parrots got to work, and we had *• Uwanta Bun," " Uneedem Cigars/* 
'^ Ulacka Bread/* and other sickening efforts in the same strain, none 
of which make the slightest impression on the reader. There was 
spontaneous admiration for the clever '* Uneeda," and there was in- 
stinctive contempt at the weak efforts to ape the idea ; consequently 
they had no value except to make the original more conspicuous. 

By this we don't mean funny. A funny " ad " never pays. It en- 
tertains, but it does not convince. A clown can make you laugh, but 
it would be very difficult for him to influence you by serious argument. 
To be entertaining it is not necessary to be funny. The secret is to 
have something^worth saying, and to say that something in an attractive 
and convincing manner, this Is where the value of originality of thought 
comes in. Although it is said there is nothing new under the sun, 
nevertheless it is true that there are unused and novel methods of saying 
things, and this is called originality. In speaking with a very intelligent 
and well-read man the other day about the difleient magazines, he said 
that he considered the advertisements by far the most interesting part 
of the book. 

This quality of originality can be expressed in many different ways. 
The current events of the day may be turned to advantage by the alert 
advertiser. One' of the best illustrations of this we have ever seen was 
an " ad " in the morning papers the day after the yacht race. There was 
a cut of Uncle Sam and John Bull, each having a miniature yacht in one 
hand, and Uncle Sam in the act of handing a cigar to John Bull, on 
which was stamped the name of a well-known brand. Underneath 
were the simple words, " Here, John ; here is something else you can*t 
beat." A whole volume in a sentence — ^a truth driven in and clinched 
in a very interesting manner. 

Many of the commonest subjects and things can be so handled as 
to make very entertaining ** ads," and at the same time very convincing 
ones. It don't require genius — unless hard work is genius — but it does 
require concentrated thought, keen observation, a good imagination and 
the happy faculty of saying much in little and saying that little well.

NOT TOO GROWDKD— >4S YET. 



The Blessinsrs of Poverty have often been dwelt upon by the 
philosophers, and while the poets have generally avoided it in their 
verses, some being, perhaps, too intimate with it in their homes, 
something may have been left for the unpoetic advertising agent to 
say. Not in its praise, far from it, but of the various roads which lead 
from comparative poverty to affluence. On most of these the traveller 
may be greatly helped by advertising. One of the main avenues 
leading to fortune, which is perhaps not too crowded as yet, is the 
Mail-Order trade. The foundation of such a business has been said to 
consist of two parts — ist : Buy something for fourpence and sell it for 
sixpence. 2nd : Keep on doing it. 

We have given some suggestions of value in carrying on such a 
business elsewhere in this issue, and in the ** Follow-up System " article, 
but perhaps some additional details might not be without interest. 
Since the establishment of this Agency, say in the last twenty years, 
there has been a mighty growth in this MaiUOrder business, which to a 
great extent puts the dweller in " the Delectable Duchy " or " A corner 
of the West " on as favourable terms for purchasing as the denizens of 
Kensington or Edgware Road. All sorts of drapery are sent by post 
now, samples and photographic patterns of the goods having been 
submitted to the country purchaser, and in many large houses the Mail 
Orders take precedence of all other customers. Similarly, those who 
dwell " Far from the Madding Crowd '* can obtain the needful supplies 
of cutlery, crockery, dresses, dress materials, watches and jewellery, 
music or carpets, lawn mowers or cricket bats, by ordering the articles 
according to number in a handsomely illustrated catalogue. The whole 
resources of Oxford and Regent Streets are at the command of those 
who can send a cheque or postal order for what they need. 

Not only so, but there are novelties without end. Here are our 
friends in Regent Street, who will send a portable Turkish bath, for a 
small sum, or another will send portable electric novelties and electricity 
through the post. Various systems of education, in languages, book- 
keeping, electrical and civil engineering, law, medicine and surgery, may 
all be learned through the post. And yet this business is only beginning 
to develop and demonstrate its usefulness. It must increase immensely 
in the next few years. We are in hopes of being consulted by many 
readers in regard to their initial arrangements and advertising. 

We are in a position to obtain supplies of various kinds on the 
bed-rock market, and to assist by suggestions in various ways those 
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who seek such. We do not anticipate jostling crowds in this avenue of 
business for some years yet. 

The more samples one receives from enterprising tailors, or dress 
goods firms, the more likely is he or she to feel that ** I really must 
have that new coat," and so on. For a business of this kind, large and 
expensive shop windows in a popular street are not required, so that 
enormous rents are saved, and the business done better by having very 
commodious apartments on the second floor and up to the seventh. 

One grand new building, illustrated herewith, has recently been 
erected in Regent Street, where Hitchins (Limited) of Baby Carriage 
fame, and The Venetian Glass Company have the magnificent plate- 
glass windows and first floor. Our friends The Century Thermal Bath 

Cabinet Co. started in this 
building about three years 
ago, and worked up such 
an extensive business 
from the top floor that 
they were very soon able 
to take complete premises 
of their own at 203 and 
205, Regent Street. So 
remunerative was their 
advertising, that they have 
now, without doubt, one of 
the largest Bath Cabinet 
businesses in the world. 
It is well to point out here 
that before the important 
step of moving into new 
premises, and taking up 
such an expensive lease, 
to say nothing of the 
premium charged for such 
a lease, was decided upon, 
the advertiser, like a 
prudent man that he is, 
first tested the value of 
such a shop for his class of 
business, by taking a small 
window that was tempor- 
arily to let. Finding that 
the sales were sufficient to warrant the outlay, he was able to buy the 
lease with a certain knowledge that the outlay would be returned 
one hundred fold. 

This is ample evidence of the field that is open to all kinds of 
trades, and the marvellous developments that can be made in the Mail- 
order business. 

We have stated our opinion that there is still plenty of room in the 
Mail-Order business for people who have sufficient energy and under- 
standing and a little capital to embark in it. 
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The question arises, ** What would be a good thing to try ? " and 
then follows : 

"How would yoa begin?" 

and ' Why should people send us money for goods they can buy nearer 
home, in any draper's or oil shop ? " Well, in the first place you don't 
want to advertise an article that can be bought " in any oil shop," unless 
it is your own proprietary article. There would be no profit, for 
example, in advertising good nails at threepence per pound, though that 
would be an extravagant price for ordinary nails. The postage would 
swallow up too large a proportion of the profit. Yet the fact of things 
being sold cheap sometimes, is not always a barrier to a good Mail trade 
being done in them. 

We have seen in a shop window razors advertised at eightpence 
each, and they appear to be '*all very fine and large." That does 
not prevent a large trade being done in razors of known excellence 
with the trade mark of some reliable maker. The man who buys a 
razor for eightpence deserves to be cut, and probably will be. He is of 
no use to you. Then, perhaps, you don*t know a good razor from a 
bad one, but leave it all to your barber. We have quite a number of 
friends, well up in years, who never shaved themselves in their lives — 
happy men. Now there is just the point, try 

Something that you ftilly Understand, 

and study it thoroughly, and learn all you can about it. Its pro- 
duction or manufacture, uses and qualities, as compared with similar 
articles, will all be of interest and benefit in forming your plans. It 
will be important also to know all about the sources of supply or 
production, the chief markets of the world, the seasons and the reasons 
of variation in price and quality, and in fact to know your subject most 
intimately and thoroughly. If, for instance, you desire to embark in the 
sale of a line of sponges, for domestic use, you would not confine your 
researches to the Encyclopaedia or the British Museum, though some 
time might be spent there to good purpose, but you would go around 
and find out the difference between the ordinary kind and the finest 
Turkish glove sponges. You must be able to distinguish between the 
different textures and qualities, in fact, you should taste, smell, and 
dream about sponges for a few days, and then you must take your 
customers into your confidence and tell them all about it. Warn 
them against the unnatural whiteness of some which may have been 
used in hospitals and afterwards cleaned by acids (beware of them, 
mothers !) and finally let it be known to all the world that you have 
the finest assortment in the kingdom : 

" A large one for the lady and a small one for the baby." 

Let everybody send for your illustrated catalogue, telling all about the 
divers in the Mediterranean Sea, etc., or send a shilling for your latest 
bargain, " The Duchess' Own," and so on. Then, if you advertise well 
you will have a good sponge trade established. 

When you have received an order for " The Duchess' Own " or 
**The Baby's Delight," the shilling you received for it will not go 
far towards paying your expenses of advertismg, postage and corres- 
pondence, for it ought to be as good a sponge as could be laid down 
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for ninepence by the thousand. But you are laying the foundation of 
a business from which you may be able to squeeze out a fortune or at 
least a competence. You ought to be identified with your business. 
A celebrated dealer in fire-proof safes continually propounds the 
question ** Who's Griffiths?" — millions of times the query has been 
asked in the newspapers, and still the answer is the same ** Griffiths, 
the Safe man, 43, Cannon Street, EC." Now, there would perhaps 
be no objections to your being known as 

Squeezem» the Sponge Man. 

One advantage of this sort of thing is that a letter from any part of 
the world addressed '* Squeezem, Sponges, London," would find you 
without any street address, and every one of your customers would 
remember it without an effort. 

It is quite a good point to have a firm name which alliteratively or 
otherwise connects itself with the business such as, for instance, 
the long established and excellent business, now known as '* VVauken- 
phaust, Limited." In our early school days we thought Mr, 
Waukenphaust's shoes were about the best that could be got. There 
are many old-established firms in London still trading under the old 
name, though there is not a single member of the firm now bearing 
that name. This is perfectly legal, as is also the adoption of almost 
any name. Therefore, in beginning your business, if you do not use 
your own, 

Get a Good Name. 

Within certain limits, there is a good deal of freedom in this matter. 
So long as your action does not interfere with anybody else's rights, 
you may be safe, but it is often advisable to have **six and eightpence '* 
worth of legal advice in such matters. Our special article on " Trade- 
Marks," commencing on page 61, gives some valuable information 
on this very important subject. There are cases in which a man 
may not even use his own name. Several persons for doing this are 
now confined in a place where they are not known by names, but 
by numbers. A very flagrant case of this kind, was that in which 
Messrs. Brinsmead, the celebrated piano manufacturers, justly prose- 
cuted parties of the same name, who attempted to get up a public 
company on what the Judge and jury decided to be false pretences. 
Freak names such as Waukenphaust, Phiteesy, Woolalone, and so 
forth, as a brand of goods, can be protected by registration, while the 
honest John Smith's boots would be liable to imitation by any son of 
Saint Crispin lawfully bearing that honoured name. In this connection 
also we have heard somewhere of a "Tenashus" Shoe Co., which 
according as you pronounce it may suggest being good for tennis or 
for climbing hills, holding on well, or sticking to your foot like a glove, 
very durable, etc When you have got a good name, you have made 
a good beginning, but that is not all that is necessary, you must be 
tenacious, stick to it till it is a success. Some of these made-up words 
with a little more meaning than ordinary dictionary words are very fit 
for advertising purposes. We are reminded of a loquacious old 
darkey, who generally prefaced his remarks with '* If you allow me, 
Boss, to offer a sagasiuation*' and there was frequently a good deal of 
sagacity in the old man's suggestion. 
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A Patent Article is good 

if it supplies a want that is universal, a domestic article such as a new 
egg-beater, or a potato slicing knife, or a poached egg lifter, perforated 
to let the water drip off. Any thing of that kind, when it is just new, 
if you control the sole right of selling the article, may go very well 
Good housekeepers are always ready to consider a labour saver, or an 
improved culinary device, if it is properly advertised and well put on 
the market. An article of this kind needs a good deal of study. To 
understand fully the points desirable in an egg-beater, for example, you 
want to try beating an egg yourself in all the different ways practised 
by the cook, the cake baker, or the confectioner. 

When you have laboriously beaten up an egg in the old-fashioned 
way, or watched your wife do it with a fork or a long silver knife, then 
see it done with a wire whip, or one of those springs you push up and 
down, or the machine that works in opposite directions by turning a 
handle, you will know better what is needed than if you read books 
about it for a month. This is a homely illustration, but the principle 
applies to every kind of business. In order to make a success you 
must study the subject thoroughly. We are not experts in egg beating, 
nor in sponges for that matter, but if we had a client in either of these 
lines we should study up these matters practically, with great care, so 
as to draw up the advertisement in an understanding manner, in order 
to appeal strongly to your probable customers. 

The Origin of a Splendid Business, 

we know of, let us say it is not on this side of the Atlantic, was 
as follows : An honest and enterprising apothecary in a country town, 
observed that the prescriptions from a certain medical man bore a 
great similarity to each other during the winter months, and made a 
point of questioning those who were sent for the medicine about its 
effects. '* What is this mixture for ? " ** Oh, that's for sister ; she has 
an awful cold." *' And does this cure it pretty soon ? " *' Yes, after 
two spoonfuls she coughs less and less, and is quite well before the 
bottle is finished." This answer repeated in effect hundreds of times, 
had a great effect on the thoughtful apothecary. On the death of the 
old doctor, which happened suddenly, leaving a family not too well 
provided for, the apothecary paid two hundred dollars for the use of 
the prescription, with the right to use the doctor's name, took out the 
patent, and began making the stuff by the barrel-full. He began to 
advertise in the newspapers, and the sale and popularity of the 
medicine increased beyond the apothecary's wildest dreams. Many a 
substantial cheque has been received by the old doctor's widow, for 
our friend, the enterprising apothecary, has always been a generous as 
well as a clever and bard-working man. 

Another Foundation Stone 

of a business is price. You settle on a reasonable price for a standard 
article and you make the price the basis of the business, it must not be 
too high, above the heads of the masses of the people, nor so low as to 
leave you no profit, if materials go up as they sometimes do, bringing 
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the temptation to supply an article of poorer quality. Take an article 
in general use, for instance a pair of boots — nearly every man wears 
boots. What price do you generally pay ? lo/-, 12/-, or 15/-? Which 
gives the best satisfaction, and what can most people afford to pay? 
Probably a shoemaker will tell you that he makes more by selling the 
moderate grade than either the lowest or highest priced goods. In the 
latter case people are apt to keep on getting them mended, again and 
again, long after they ought to have been given to the poor. In the 
case of very cheap goods, there is not much profit either to maker or 
wearer. About twenty years ago a party began to advertise in 
America ** Douglas's $3 Boots." The idea was quite novel, and was 
regarded by advertising men and the public generally as too funny to 
be any good. They said *' Why does he say $3 boots ? that's nothing, 
you can buy boots anywhere for 2 or 3 or 4 dollars. Why doesn't he 
say ' solid leather,' or * good wearing boots,' or something sensible ? " 
But William stuck to his plan, " Douglas's three dollar lx>ots,'* and it 
became a mighty success. When you came to get Douglas's catalogue 
with its infinite variety of styles in sizes and half sizes* your local shoe- 
maker appeared to be nowhere in comparison. A most excellently- 
arranged system of business, giving satisfaction to every customer, has 
resulted in a very handsome fortune. Not only so, but several 
imitators in the same line are doing exceedingly well. We have said 
before, if you are going into a certain line, study it well in all its 
bearings. If it is shoes, for instance, go and sit around with the 
shoemaker, and draw him out, find out all about insoles, and wax-ends 
and findings, oak tanned, and hemlock tanned leather, skivings and 
horse-skin and kangaroo skins, etc You will sometimes find an old 
shoemaker quite a philosopher and a good observer of human nature, 
and you can get lots of useful knowledge from some of them. The 
foregoing are merely a few hints and examples. I should not fail to 
say that any assistance I can render in the initial stages of a business, 
or in any plans for 

Increasing or Re-organising any Department 

is always at the call of my readers, and I am always ** at home " ready 
to consult on any such matters, or to call by appointment anywhere, 
in town or out of town. 

There are a great many things that people do not know, nor is 
the want of knowledge blameworthy ; but it might prove very incon- 
venient in many small things. For instance, if you are sending small 
packets to America, tied round with string, and you stick the postage- 
stamp on over the string, the parcel becomes subject to letter postage. 
Such a little thing as that might cause no end of trouble. Great care 
should be taken in all matters connected with the Post-office. In 
mailing parcels each one should be weighed if there is the slightest 
difference in the contents, and the requisite stamp affixed to each 
parcel before they leave your premises. Then the messenger should 
be instructed to have the Post-office clerk check them off, and see that 
each one is right. If you have not a good weighing machine in your 
establishment you should lose no time in getting One. Nothing 
disgusts a housewife, or any other prospective customer, more than 
having to be called to the door to pay excess postages. 
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System in dealing with Mail-matters. 

In many places the rule is to send a boy to the nearest Post-office 
to find out what the postage is, and let him buy and stick the stamps 
on the parcel there, and bring the change. Some large houses, with 
perhaps some 750 letters to post, keep them up to ten minutes to six, 
then make the boy wait '^ five minutes " for a letter the manager is just 
finishing, and must catch the six o'clock post. On the way the boy 
may see a horse fall down, and of course must wait till he gets up 
again. Meantime the six p.m. mail is closed and your letters go by 
the 10.30 p.m. train, some of them not till next morning. Letters 
ought to be posted regularly at 10 a.m., noon, 2, 4, 5 and 6 p.m. 
This is a great assistance to the Post-office. 

No wonder complaints arise. How much better where there is a 
proper system, something like this. Every morning the letters are 
counted by one of the principals or manager, and an entry made in 
his diary like this : " 936 letters received." The addre.<:s of each one 
is looked at, and separate piles made for each of the, let us say, four 
departments of the business. Then the manager of each department 
takes his portion of the letters and begins the work of opening and 
attending to correspondence. Every letter as it is opened should have 
the envelope pinned to it. About one in fifty you will have to refer 
to for some reason, the date of posting, or because the address is not 
plain, or for some other reason. Every letter is looked at, and those 
requiring special consideration put on one side, those requiring 
immediate attention handed to a competent assistant. Let us say the 
manager of the Fountain pen department finds a letter from Sir Arthur 

at Bristol that he has lost his pen and wants another at once, 

he calls his assistant, " Henry, pick out one of those oblique-cut J pens. 
No. 024, the same as Sir Arthur had before. Pack it up and post it at 
once before 10.30, then he will have it delivered to him by four this 
afternoon." The consequence is that we get a letter of thanks for 
promptitude, and our client is well pleased that his wishes are attended 
to, and speaks well of us continually, for which we are grateful. The 
manager continues opening his letters, and attending at once in this 
way to anything that may be got off by early mail to reach the customer 
same day, having an alphabetical list to refer to, for hours of dis- 
patching and receiving. A list of customers is also kept indexed by 
towns, this will consist of an up-to-date card system. Each town is 
-divided off by a card bearing its name, and entered behind it are the 
names of customers. When an order is received the date is entered, 
and when the order is filled the date is stamped just after the receiving 
date in red by the shipping clerk. By reference to these cards you 
can tell at once the date of the last order, and all particulars of 
business done with that client. Such cards become, after a time, 
exceedingly valuable. When the " immediate " letters have been all 
attended to, those which require consultation or are in anywise intricate 
are taken up and dealt with in detail. 

You will observe that it costs no more to do business this way 
than the other way. A good deal is done by telephone or telegraph 
nowadays, and it is always well to acknowledge by letter the giving 
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or receiving of orders passed by wire. Many minor points in general 
business might be touched on, which are perhaps more important in 
the Mail-Order line — such as a good card system, care in writing the 
address on parcels and letters, registering letters and parcels where 
they are valuable, and The Advertising. 

This — the advertising — the keynote of the whole business, must 
be begun and carried on with the object in view of establishing a 
business, which shall have in itself the principle of life and growth. 

There must be a margin of profit on the business after all 
expenses, including the advertising, have been paid. 

A good Mail-Order profit is 50*/,, which should be sufficient to 
cover all expenses and enable one to secure large wholesale orders by 
allowing retailers, say, 33^*/, discount This is a bait to many a trader 
and often secures a vast amount of extra business. A good margin of 
profit also allows of offering customers a bonus at suitable seasons of 
the year, and also for a reduction in the regular price of goods during 
the annual sale, &c., which otherwise would be impossible. Remember 
it is not only the price which sells the goods, but the wording and the 
originality of the advertisement, in fact a leading advertiser boasts 
among trade circles that he gets a better price than any of his competi- 
tors. 

When a business cannot afford the expense of advertising, except 
in very rare cases, it is going wrong, and will soon be outdistanced by 
competitors. You are not wide awake enough to keep up with the 
times. 

In conclusion, it must be pointed out that particular attention 
must be paid to the style of advertising and the class of publications 
used. There are many publications that are expressly suitable for the 
Mail-Order advertising — ^any kind of publication does not do, but 
there are many that make this department a speciality. Take just as 
an instance the "Strand" and ** Tit- Bits" announcement appearing 
on the page opposite the commencement of this article, an advertise- 
ment, by the way, which this agency designed specially for Messrs. 
George Newnes, Ltd. This announcement draws particular attention 
to the subject under notice. It is this class of publications that will 
pay advertisers to watch and use when they wish to build up a quick 
and paying "Mail-Order" business.

•* If you have gcxxi goods and you advertise them well, the public will want 
them largely, and you must be ready to supply them at once." 

When you have given me your order for advertising, and the 
matter is fairly on the way, then like a good agriculturist after sowing 
his seed, you must prepare for the harvest. If you are offering a low- 
priced article which, from its intrinsic merit, " meeting a long-felt want,'^ 
or some wave of popularity, you must be sure to have plenty of goods 
on hand, and further supplies subject to your control or in process of 
manufacture. Especially is this the case in an article of foreign make. 
Nothing is more distressing to a merchant than to have to write that 
** owing to unprecedented demand caused by advertising, the goods are 
unfortunately sold out, but a new supply is expected in soon." It is 
very unsatisfactory to the customer, who very likely regrets that he has 
added to the unprecedented demand. Very often he writes for his 
money back, and that causes expense all round for no good. Even if 
you send the goods a week or two later, the desire for them has worn 
off and your customer is dissatisfied. 

How different is the case when everything is prepared in sufficient 
quantity, the paper for putting up parcels all ready, even the string cut 
into lengths for the different sized packages, as we have seen it in well 
regulated establishments, and the employees carefully drilled and 
instructed beforehand! 

I have known a full-page advertisement in one of the prominent 
daily papers to bring in actually hundreds of orders for a half-guinea 
article during the afternoon and evening of its publication. It was very 
pleasant to see postal orders and cheques lying about the office in 
bunches and piles. 

With each order filled, even if only for a shilling article, a polite 
letter ought to go, with thanks for the shilling or half-crown received* 
hoping the goods will prove satisfactory, that friends seeing them may 
be encouraged to order some, and also detailing the further resources 
of your establishment, perhaps enclosing a catalogue. It may be said 
this is a lot of work for a half-crown article. Well of course ; nothing 
is accomplished without some work, but it is very much simplified by 
system. You have a typewriter, dictate a nice letter, etc, as above. 
Then you have a duplicator, take a type-written wax stencil and print 
off 500 copies beginning " Dear Sir," and 500 " Dear Madam." This 
can be done in a couple of hours, and costs next door to nothing. 
Don't send a lady a circular with " Dear Sir " crossed out and 
" Madam " written in. The ladies don't like that sort of thing, and you 
will always find it best to meet their views as far as possible. 

Nearly every old merchant advises the head of a business firm not 
to work too hard, often saying ^^ Of course I worked 16, 18 or 20 hours 
a day, but you don't need to do that nowadays, with telephones and 
typewriters and so forth. You will find your most profitable days those 
you spend at the seaside or with a fishing rod in your hand, while your 
assistants carry out the plans you have organised." If you spend half 
your time writing letters by hand, instead of dictating them to your 
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typewnter, you are valuing your own time just at the amount of his or 
her salary. The head of a business should be free to think and make 
plans, and to see the business, as it were, from the outside. '' An out- 
sider's view of the game " is proverbially a useful one. 

Have plenty of assistants ; it is better to have one too many than 
to have one too few. When everybody has all they can attend to, and 
a little more, something is likely to be neglected. Where things are 
not so rushed, more methodical ways of working are likely to be 
developed, and when expansion comes to the business, you are pre- 
pared to handle the inci'eased demand which will arise from judicious 
advertising. 

The Business Van. 



A natural sequence to judicious advertising in the papers, another 
link in the productive " Follow-up " system, is a handsome Van for the 
delivery of goods, &c Any business in which the sending home of 
light parcels is a part should have good vans, and also many who 
do not send goods home in that way have vehicles more or less ornate 
in which to send between different branch offices or shops. Such vans 
or carriages should always be tasteful, they are a '* travelling '' adver- 
tisement, and reflect for good or otherwise according to the equipment. 
We have pleasure here in referring to Messrs. Parkyn's announcement 
on page 39. Then they must be well horsed ; it is a sad sight to see a 
nice van attached to a sorry nag, and is apt to give a poor impression 
of the firm sending it out, and of their goods. On the other hand, 
when you see a handsome van bearing the legend, in modest tasteful 
letters, ** Peek, Frean & Go's biscuits are the best in the world,'' it has 
an appetising effect, and you are not surprised to learn that most of 
the Royalties of the world are regular customers of the firm. One of 
the most showy vehicles of the kind ever driven in London is that of 
*' Koko for the hair." Formerly, one of the long-haired ladies rode in 
advance carrying a banner, but the City Fathers rather objected, it 
was a little too much, and tended to the congestion of the traffic in 
busy streets. Major Herrick, the original inventor, tells how he had at 
first a magnificent horse, about 18 hands high, and one afternoon in 
Piccadilly the horse sat down and would not go further — it had once 
been in the circus business. How many minutes it would take to 
block Piccadilly any Londoner knows, but the big horse sat there and 
would not budge. The patient, persuasive policeman coaxed and 
threatened in vain. The 'bus driver gave passing advice and sarcasm, 
" Take it 'ome," ** Send the nuss wiv' a pram for 'im," " 'F yid look 
where yer geegee's agoin' *e wadna faw daown,** and so forth. Half- 
an-hour (of good advertising) passed, and the policeman told the 
Major he could either keep on trying to make a move or unharness 
and leave the van while he went for another horse, " The hair-wash will 
be all safe," he said. Then some exquisites came out of the club 
house and had their fun out of the situation. *' Don't you see, 
Chawley," said a smart young fellow, **the old man has trained that 
fine animal to sit down and gather a crowd, advertising Koko all the 
time, then he will move on again. Well, he is a clever old Johnny, 
and, I say, what a splendid horse!"

Beins: some Practical Publicity Proverbs. 

I— The Advertising way is " The Only Way." 
2 — ^The true object of advertising is the development of Commerce. 
3 — Fall in love with advertising and you will be married to Success. 
4 — Many an advertising opportunity has been lost because of being 

afraid to open the campaign. 
S — ^The silken cord of judgment is one that runs through the pearl 

chain of advertising. 
6 — " The will of the man is by his reason swayed.'* " That bill of 

man is by his advertising paid.'* 
7 — Artistic designs charm the sight, but it's the merit of the goods that 

finally wins the business. Therefore amalgamate the talking 

point with the artistic. 
8 — Adversity clouds do not move of their own accord. Therefore /i/j^ 

those clouds away by the powers of advertising. 
9 —** Genius** in advertising is simply the knack of discerning right 

from wrong, 
lo— The ** lucky** business man is one who has energy, foresight, good 

judgment, and an advertising ambition. The great prestige 

acquired by advertising must be maintained by advertising. 
II— The advertiser who desires to reach a certain class, should seek a 

specialised circulation. There won't be waste in the advertising 

bill then. 
12 — Estimates are frequently seen of the amount of money spent for 

advertising, but no one has yet felt equal to the task of 

estimating the amount that is wasted. 
13 — The man who regards advertising as a sort of pipe-dream is pretty 

sure to go up in smoke. 
14 — It has been said that advertising is not a vital element of 

Commerce, but merely an incident in the advancement of 

Commerce — but it is a very big " incident." 
15 — Advertisers who aimlessly wander on the sefi of publicity are always 

forced to move aside by the one who knows where he is going. 
16— Spasmodic, transient advertisements, are like ships that pass in the 

night — unknown, unnoticed, a passing glance — then gone and 

forgotten. 
17 — The power generated by one advertising campaign gives a 

momentum to trade, but it must be remembered that such 

momentum is only temporary, unless the main spring is kept up 

to its work. The success of an advertising campaign depends 

on the care with which it is planned, and the effort with which it 

is executed. 
1 8 — ^There is an old saying that " men are wise who advertise in every 

generation,** but this statement is as false as it is true. The 

diamond merchant who advertises his wares in a paper that 

mostly circulates in VVhitechapel is certainly not wise. He lacks 

judgment, and is one of the many who state that advertising is a 

fraud, and only a device to put money into the pockets of 

newspaper proprietors. 
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THE "FOLLOW-UP" SYSTEM. 



* Oivt me the means whereby I may traek him to the end, 
and I shaft gain Success,** 



Why do you advertise? Why do you keep trying to get into touch 
with the public ? Because you know it pays ! Yes, but do you make 
it pay well enough ? Do you work intelligently on advertising's primary 
results? Think; — think what it means to have a lot of answers to 
your advertisement, especially in response to ** Free Sample " Ads. — 
to have the very people you are looking for at your hands so to speak, 
and for you to only send a catalogue or only just the one communi- 
cation, and to leave it to Chance whether anything good comes of it 
or not. 

Many an Advertiser who shakes the Tree neglects to care for the 
Fruit. The Enquiries received from Advertising are Fruit Values, all 
the Juice they contain should be Extracted. If you let these Enquiries 
lie around in piles they will spoil, just the same as Fruit does. If you 
Individualise each Enquiry, and consider the Person as a Centre of 
Influence, the Value of the Letter will appear in due proportion. There- 
fore you should have a System of Individualising— such a System, if on 
correct basis, is capable of Extracting the entire Fruit Value from each 
Enquiry. Without it you are losing Money on your Advertising 
Appropriations. 

The great desire to attain results with the least expenditure of time 
and effort is responsible for the ** Follow-up ** system, just as it is for 
the typewriter, the telegraph, and the telephone. The genius of the 
business world to-day is exploit in itself in Organisation, and the 
" Follow-up " system is nothing more nor less than a refinement of 
organised methods. 

Some people may have an idea that the •' Follow-up " system 
involves something of a ready-made character. This is not the case ; 
the exigencies of every business requiring different treatment. The 
method will suit it to any particular business has to be discovered by 
different tests on a small scale, until one proves to be a success. It is 
not always possible to write out at once a paying *' follow-up " letter. 
Often a letter or circular, which on the face of it appears to be a telling 
appeal, is a miserable failure, but which, if put in a different form, brings 
instant results. Therefore no "Follow-up" system should be used 
extensively till each test has been thoroughly applied. This should then 
be worked for all it is worth, for you are working on a certainty. If 
you sell goods through Wholesalers, start a series of letters to the 
Wholesaler. If you want an Agent, get the party who first wrote you to 
recommend an Agent. 

Now supposing we outline a typical " Follow-up *' system. 
Take for instance a manufacturer of sauce, who realises that there are 
many people in the world who are willing to pay a substantial premium 
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if they know that anything they have is as pure as it can be made. This 
manufacturer decides to put up a strictly fine grade of sauce. The 
expense of handling it in order to be able to assure the Consumer that 
it is in every way a pure article, adds, of course, materially to the cost of 
the production. The expense of labels, bottles, cases and printed matter, 
also adds, yet the increased expense, to the consumer especially, for 
table purposes is so small when spread over a year's supply that the 
average Housekeeper will pay no attention to it. This instance forms 
an ideal basis for an advertising Campaign for the " Follow-up " system. 

Having found a basis, the next step is to consult some authentic 
advertising agent in whose integrity, ability, and organisation the manu- 
facturer can place confidence. The Agent will probably recommend 
the use of publications, such as *' Indies' Pictorial," '' Ladies' Com- 
panion,'' "Woman at Home," "Our Home," "Ladies' Realm," 
" Harmsworth's," " Pearson's," and in fact most of the high-class 
Magazines that have readers who find in their pages answers to such 
questions as "What shall I eat?" " What shall I wear?" " How shall I 
raise my fkmily?" and the many practical every-day questions that 
interest home-thinking people. 

Advertising the name, emphasizing the appearance of the brand by 
a strong illustration and the setting forth of the strong points in favour 
of the sauce will, in time, arouse the interest of the consumer so that he 
will ask the dealer, and in this way introduce the goods to a general 
sale ; but modern business methods get ahead a bit, and are not content 
to wait for the longer process. Innovations by way of presenting the 
invitation have been introduced and an enquiry bringing advertisement 
should be prepared, in which an offer would be made of something 
free, or to send a nicely written booklet, selecting a title applicable to 
the books, such as, say, " Saucey Soups and Sundries," " Talk about 
Sauce ! " " Sauce for you and I." Anyone who would write for one of 
these booklets would, it stands to reason, be a person who was more 
than ordinarily interested in sauce. The person who saw the adver- 
tisement without this inquiry-bringing feature, might be impressed 
sufficiently to buy goods if offered at the dealers, but not as much so 
as if some definite positive thing was offered which required immediate 
action to secure. The very act of writing a letter to the manufacturer 
of the sauce on the part of the inquirer, appears to fix the name 
of the brand thoroughly in the mind of the person answering the 
advertisement. 

This is one phase of the " Follow-up" system which warrants special 
attention, and only needs a few minutes' thought to thoroughly see its 
value. 

The next step, when the manufacturer receives the inquiry, is for 
him to promptly despatch the booklet or free sample, and then 
commence sending letters to one or more of the well-known good 
grocers in the town from which the inquiry came, fully explaining the 
proposition on his sauce from the dealer's point of view, showing the 
dealer that he can make more profit on a sauce that he sells at a higher 
price, because his trade will use just as much of it per family as they 
do cheap sauces, and they will buy it on the quality basis and not on 
the basis of price, and they will form the habit of using a special brand, 
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thus in this way educating his trade not to consider competitive prices, 
but to stand steady and regular on a satisfactory brand. 

The Consumer should have two or three " follow-up " letters until 
it is known that the sauce has been bought and tested, or that it is 
absolutely hopeless to secure a trial. Copies of the letters that are 
sent to the Consumer should be enclosed in the correspondence to the 
dealer, thus educating the dealer how to sell the goods. This is 
another phase of the ** Follow-up *' system that gives a rare opportunity 
for instruction to the dealer in a manner to which he can take no 
exception. The average dealer, if he is told that he does not know 
how to sell goods, naturally resents it with the probable expression 
that he knows his customers^ better than outsiders. However, if he is 
furnished with copies of letters, in which the manufacturer exploits the 
many little points than can be brought in favour of a certain brand of 
goods, he is pleased, and it is only natural for the dealer and his clerks 
to utilize same in pushing off the shelves the goods that he has been 
induced to put his money into. 

The Orifirin of the "Follow-up" System.* 

It has been remarked more than once that the " Follow-up " 
system was originated by the Apostle Paul. His epistles certainly 
serve as models to those who want to build up a loyal constituency. 
Establishing a business partakes, in its successful culmination, much of 
the nature of establishing a religion. The apostle of a business, new 
or old, must believe, heart and soul, in everything he says. There 
roust be a ring of truth around your statements, arguing only when 
necessity forces. His strongest words are usually a direct appeal to the 
actual conditions and needs confronting those to whom he speaks. 
He must first put himself in the position of those whose minds he 
wishes to influence. 

Tne following incident will show how this kind of business may be 
worked even in a small way. A man running a drapery and dress- 
goods business in a country town did very little newspaper advertising, 
but built up a trade extending for many miles around that was as loyal 
to him as the congregation of a minister. At certain periods every 
year he sent out letters, written in longhand, inviting farmers' wives 
especially to call and examine new samples of calico, muslins, etc., 
which he enclosed in the letters. The letter bore quite a personal 
aspect, and the impression made on their minds that they had been 
specially sought out and invited to visit so successful a merchant was 
very gratifying to them, and established a cordial relation towards him 
and his store that was not easily effaced. When they arrived at the 
shop the proprietor took care to see them personally, showing every 
affability and passing them on to the respective departments. 

This is the attitude that all successful mail-order houses take 
towards their customers. They express in written words all the 
sentiments and thoughts which the man above-mentioned did in his 
actions. A Card System, properly arranged, enables one to keep track 
of the different form letters that have been sent out, thus saving the 
drudgery of writing separate letters to each one and looking up a 
letter-book to see what was written before. In this way a "Follow-up" 
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system, wide in scope and comprehensive in character, can be 
conducted by one individual with very little additional labour, and the 
successful culmination which attended the efforts of the shopkeeper, 
who had the same letter written by diflferent clerks to from two or three 
thousand people, can be realised in a much larger degree. 

Getting Business by Post. 
Tlie *'Followup'' System tlie main medium. 

The vast facilities business men now have at hand are far in front 
of our friend the shopkeeper's time, described previously, and the post 
is extensively growing as a vehicle for business at a distance. Two 
great features have been proved for the " Follow-up" system, namely: — 

The " Follow-up" system in its beginning is not complicated. It 
merely consists in assuming that certain concerns or people are 
interested in your line of goods, and telling them by letter in as short, 
attractive style as possible. Business by post is called the "Follow-up" 
system because it is necessary to write more than one letter to anyone 
just to give them all the information about the goods. Your object is 
to give them one point at a time until they see it will be to their 
advantage to investigate. 

A large appropriation is not required to start with. You can feel 
your way by combined results and theories. If your stenographer is 
not occupied all day, compile a list of names, either from memory, 
your files, Kelly's, or your trade reference book — you deal with adver- 
tisement replies in their due courses, naturally. Give the stenographer 
a series of two or three " form " letters, each containing new information 
about your product, with instruction to write to each every eight days, 
provided they do not reply. Enter each name on a card similar to the 
one illustrated on this page, and file it in a case between guide cards, 
arranged in months and with the daily dates in the current month, 
for example : — 




When the first letter is written, the stenographer notes the date and 
letter number on the card. Some replies to these are being received 
by this time and a special letter is dictated in answer, the date being 
entered in the proper place. The stenographer understands that this 
prevents any further ** form " letters of the/rx/ series being sent, and so 
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omits this concern when writing form number 3 at the end of another 
dght days. A concern that has had a special letter is treated with a 
different set of "form" letters intended to follow up the quotations 
made and explain further points about your method of doing business. 
An order would stop this line of form letters, and the date of the 
order and the amount would be entered on the card. 

It may appear to you that orders come in slowly but work out the 
actual cost of stamps, stationery and stenographer's time, and you will 
iind that the sales are all that could be expected from the expenditure 
of that amount of money. 

Additional Advertising Results. 

There are many cases where the best " Follow-up " system is 
additional and most valuable advertising. Patent medicine on sale in 
local stores, and threepenny articles for the Grocery trade do not allow 
much, if any, margin to spend money through the post. An advertise- 
ment bringing a large number of inquiries from new people is always 
desirable, no matter at what price the article advertised is sold. One of 
the best " Follow-up" systems for a low-priced article sold through the 
retailer, is for the salesman to carry with him the inquiries received and 
show them to the retailers. Nothing gives a retailer so much 
confidence in the effectiveness of advertising as to see in the traveller's 
hands inquiries from people living in his own district whom he knows 
personally. The retailer's confidence, backed by his desire to get the 
money back he has invested, is a sure " Follow-up " system in itself. 
It produces the habit of selling a certain article, and more than simply 
selling it the dealer handles it in such a way as to show his own 
confidence, which is, in itself, infectious. If inquiries never do more 
than start this train of influence they are worth striving for. It has 
already been shown that actual experience proves that a person who has 
written a letter of inquiry is a much easier gotten customer than one 
who has not The very act of concentrating the mind on one thing 
long enough to write a letter impresses the characteristics of an article 
on the writer's mind, and starts a train of thought which produces a 
deep impression. 

One advertiser, retailing an article at from sixpence, says that he 
frequently spends a shilling in expressing delivery of his article to a 
woman who writes him she cannot get it at local stores. This makes a 
strong impression on the recipient It is subtle in its tribute to the 
value of her influence, and she usually tells her dealer about it, making 
an impression on him of more value and of less cost than the call of a 
traveller. 

The great thing about the " Follow-up " system is to have it fit in 
and harmonise with your advertising and selling plan, and to be 
conducted on a scale that leaves no doubt that its benefits exceed the 
cost of operation. 

Incidents are often occurring whereby the value of preserving the 
names of inquirers, per advertisement, at all times is exemplified in a 
most forceful manner. To quote an instance : A certain firm engaged 
in selling good household supplies per post or carrier. They adver- 
tised in the high-class magazines, and obtained inquiries from a large 
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number of the better-class people who naturally read these publications. 
They had a good " Follow-up *' system, and the person in charge of the 
correspondence showed good judgment in reading the desires of his 
correspondents, although many of them asked for something which he 
knew they did not want, just as people coming into a shop will give a 
shrewd salesman an inkling of their actual desires, though their words, 
literally interpreted, might mean something else. 

In due time this firm accumulated 2,000 names of people with 
whom they had not been able to do any business, but thinking there 
might be some value in them, they got up a special offer on an article 
and sent it out to their list. They received over 200 orders. On 
analyzing these orders it was found that a very large percentage came 
from lawyers, so it was decided to take a select list of lawyers from a 
directory and make them the same offer. The result was the sale of 
one table only. This demonstrates the value of the names of people 
who have been impressed with the prestige and standing of a firm 
sufficiently to write letters asking for information. 

Be Careftil in its Application. 

The essence of following-up systems is nothing more nor less than 
the method by which people who are interested in a certain subject 
should be easily located, and then these people followed up, until their 
desires are focussed into sales, or it is proven beyond any doubt that 
the possibility of doing business is hopeless. 

In ordinary business, the man who is offensively persistent, injures 
his cause more than he helps it. While it is true in these days of 
sharp competition, the man who does not go after an order persistently 
is likely to get left, it is equally true that the man who makes himself a 
bore and a nuisance, is also going to be denied the fruits of success. 
Therefore, to say just how many letters ought to be written, or how 
persistently a possibility should be followed, is to attempt to solve for 
all time the complex problem of the human mind. Observation and 
the study of carefully tabulated data from various experiences alone 
can give this desirable information. The man who has had experience 
in other lines can be very helpful in making valuable suggestions, or can 
be invaluable in the installation of machinery necessary to equip and 
carry out a complete " Follow-up" system. 

The tone of all letters, circulars, booklets, or personal interviews^ 
comprised in the " Follow-up " system, should be dignified, yet self- 
confident; insistent without being annoying, and the idea always 
prominently brought out that no business is expected unless the party 
who is being approached is convinced that it will be to his personal 
advantage. 

Some time since the writer, in talking with a client, urged him to 
introduce the "Order by Post" department. He, the client, stated 
that he would like to do it, but did not feel that he had a competent 
man to take charge of it. He was told that one salesman would, with 
a good card system, and three or four girls, do the work of from four 
to five ordinary salesmen. The man to take charge of this department 
would have to have a thorough knowledge of the goods, and be in every 
way a good personal salesman. That man was found, the characteristic 
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of whom was the seeming ability to size up the kind of people he was 
talking to. If a woman came in who enjoyed an ample income and 
asked for a cheap article, he adroitly brought her attention to something 
that involved the expenditure of more money, and which he knew in 
the future would give her greater satisfaction than if he permitted her to 
buy the thing she came in the store for— practically convinced she 
wanted. It was in this peculiar ability of selling, at a good big profit, 
the goods that were specially suited to the requirements of the purchaser 
that this man distinguished himself. 

The man who handles a good ^* Follow-up" system, where inquiries 
come in by post, must possess the quality of reading the character of 
the people who write letters through the medium of their handwriting, 
and the line of subsequent effort on these people must be determined 
by judgment. It is possible for him to delegate a large portion of the 
detail, but the points where decision as to policy is the important factor, 
require a man of high ability and discerning judgment. 

The Chain of Forces. 

The continuous chain for business-getting is one which should not 
be broken in any link if the fullest measure of success is to be obtained. 
And in speaking of doing Business at a distance, the following are the 
main forces to be employed — the details and media var>*ing, of course, 
according to the circumstances of any particular case : — Advertising per 
Newspaper and Magazine — Poster and Street Car work in certain 
cases — Booklets — Free Samples or Patterns — Follow-up Letters — 
The Employment of the Card System. 

These are the principles to be adhered to in order to get the very 
last ounce of goodness out of your advertising appropriation. *' Keep 
in touch " is the watchword, and with persistent but dignified 
following-up, success will be yours as surely as nieht follows day — 
** Follow on ! Follow on, and you shall be rewarded. 

Listen. 

The new man in business — the young man — may have done some 
harm, — the school of experience is costly, — but the ** follow-up " 
system stands to-day as a monument to his desire to know the 
truth and the determination on his part to treat advertising as a 
science, study its phenomena, discover its exact laws, and 
classify all accurate data as a basis for future activities. 

Watch. 

The 2oth Century is showing us some marvellous developments in 
publicity progress. Advertising has existed in some form or 
other since the earliest days of civilisation — even Monsieur le 
Serpent advertised Fruit in the Garden of Eden ; but it was 
only in the first year of this Century that " The Psychology of 
Involuntary Attention as applied to Advertising " was treated in 
a truly Scientific manner, and is a subject which promises to be 
of the greatest practical value to the Advertiser.

The people of the United States have been more prosperous 
during the year that has just passed than they have ever been before. 
While I would not go so far as to say that advertising has been the sole 
cause of our national prosperity, it is undoubtedly a fact that the men 
who have realised the possibilities in intelligent advertising as applied 
to their own business ; the men who have had faith enough in their own 
products to advertise their merits to the buying public ; the men who 
have used magazines, newspapers, street cars, billboards, etc., as a 
means of soliciting trade, have been able to secure for themselves more 
than their share of the national prosperity. 

The great department stores of Chicago, New York, Philadelphia, 
and scores of smaller cities, would be an impossibility without the 
American newspaper. Men and women are drawn for miles from the 
three great divisions of Chicago to do their shopping in the down-town 
district because the merchants in the down-town district have used 
pages and double pages of space in the daily papers for the purpose of 
telling the people about the excellence of their goods and the reasonable- 
ness of their prices. 

In order to tell this story properly, the American merchant has 
found it profitable to use expensive and well-executed illustrations in 
large numbers. Next to seeing the article offered for sale, the 
pictured reproduction of the article in question is a strong factor in 
bringing a possible buyer into the store. We Americans are a busy 
people, and often, if the first impression of an article is not favourable, 
we do not take the time to investigate further but take our business to 
the man who has taken the trouble to see that his merchandise is 
properly represented by his advertisement. As a usual thing the buyer's 
judgment, based on this first impression, is correct, for the man whose 
advertising matter is not as well written or as well illustrated as that of 
his competitor is also behind that competitor in the style and quality of 
his merchandise. 

Much of the force of this retail advertising is due to the fact that 
many of the articles advertised have already been brought to the 
attention of the public by general advertising on the part of the manu- 
facturer. This general advertising has established for the article in 
question a reputation for "quality," ''style,*' ** purity," "convenience," 
or special recognised " value " of some kind that recommends it to the 
possible buyer and removes all doubt as to the genuineness of the 
" bargain ** offered. 

The method employed by the manufacturer in establishing a 
desirable reputation for his product depends, of course, very largely on 
the nature of the product Aside from that, the capital available fcr 
advertising purposes usually governs the plan of campaign. 
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If a product is new and the capital limited, it is often advisable 
to interest the people of one city or town at a time through the 
advertising columns of local newspapers, and by the use of circular 
matter, form letters, etc., together with personal appeals for the co- 
operation of the local dealers. Gradually the territory covered by this 
advertising can be increased as the business grows and the capital will 
permit, until the goods are distributed in the hands of jobbers or dealers 
over enough territory to make it profitable to use the magazines of 
general circulation among the particular class of people to whom the 
manufacturer expects finally to sell his goods. 

In case an article has some special or peculiar merit, or is entitled 
to recognition because of some particular point or points not possessed 
by competing articles, it is sometimes advisable for even the small 
advertiser to begin his advertising campaign through the magazines of 
general circulation. By a judicious selection of magazines best suited 
to his particular business, he can bring his product to the attention of 
possible buyers in every part of the country. The readers of these 
literary magazines have acquired the habit of answering advertisements 
appearing in their favourite publication, and of investigating for them- 
selves the claims of the manufacturers in regard to any advertised 
article in which they may be interested. 

This gives the manufacturer a valuable list of persons who have 
shown an active interest in his product The very fact that they are 
readers of high-class magazines gives reasonable ground to suppose 
that they are financially classed with the well-tondo, and that they 
can afford to gratify their ordinary desires. If then they can be 
convinced that the article advertised is meritorious and that it will 
answer the purpose for which they expect to use it, they become 
customers. This matter of securing the inquiry from interested 
persons, and of convincing that enquirer of the value of the article 
advertised so that he becomes a buyer, has received special attention 
at the hands of American advertisers during the last few years, and 
has resulted in a heavy increase in magazine advertising designed 
to put the manufacturer in direct touch with the man or woman who 
eventually pays for the goods, whether they go through the hands of the 
wholesaler or retailer or direct to the consumer himself. American 
manufacturers are each year recognising more and more the fact that 
the consumer is the man who really decides whether an article is 
to be a success or a failure from a financial standpoint. They have 
learned that it is a comparatively easy matter to place the first order on 
the shelves of the dealer, but they have also learned that unless those 
goods please the consumer the dealer will never sell them, and naturally 
will never re-order. 

Many and varied plans have been successfully used to keep the 
manufacturer in touch with the consumer after he has answered an 
advertisement, but the purpose has been the same, viz.: — (ist) To 
convince him of the superiority of the goods advertised and make a 
sale. (2nd) To use these inquiries and sales to prove to dealers that 
there is a lively interest on the part of consumers in the article 
advertised, and that sales can be made if the merits of the article are 
rightly set before the consumer. Of course, aside from the answers 
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received, there is an additional value to the advertiser in bringing to 
the attention of readers the good points of his product as they are 
brought out in his advertisement, but the tendency among American 
advertisers at present is to measure the comparative value ot advertising 
in the various magazines by the character and cost of the inquiries. 

There are many exceptions, of course, among those advertisers who 
are financially able to use large space in all of the leading magazines 
and in the newspapers, on the billboards and in the street cars. These 
advertisers can afford to enter into detail in their advertising, and to 
overwhelm the public with the vast amount of advertising they are 
doing ; but even they can, in many instances, increase the value of 
their advertising by a carefully thought-out system of drawing inquiries 
from interested persons, and of sending direct to those persons who 
inquire for additional and more comprehensive evidence and arguments 
as to the merits of the goods, and at the same time using the names 
thus secured to prove to the dealer the value of the advertising being 
done in increasing his trade. The character of the questions asked and 
the remarks made in these inquiries are also valuable as a guide in 
framing future advertisements, so that the points brought up in these 
inquiries may be made strong and clear. 

The American people are ever on the watch for something that 
will add to their pleasure, comfort, or convenience in their homes or in 
their places of business. There is undoubtedly a market in America 
for the foreign products that will meet any of these requirements, and 
in which the manufacturers have confidence enough to spend a reason- 
able amount of money for well-directed publicity.

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SOUTH AFRICA. 



One of the most promising fields for Colonial advertising 
IS South Africa. The War is coming to an end, and 

THE WAY is being RAPIDLY CLEARED FROM SoUTH TO NoRTH, 
AND IT IS NATURAL THAT ADVERTISERS ARE TURNING THEIR 
ATTENTION TO THIS NEW GROUND WHICH PROMISES TO GIVE 
PROFITABLE RESULTS. 

The South African Colonies are Cape Colony, Natal, Basutoland, 
Orange River Colony, Transvaal Colony, and the British South 
African Co.'s Territories ; and a Protectorate is exercised over part 
of Bechuanaland. 

The total area of the British Colonies, exclusive of territory over 
which a protectorate is exercised, is 490,000 square miles. 

The area of the " Protectorate " Territories is over one million 
square miles. 

It will be seen that the enterprising advertiser has an immense 
field for his operations, and having regard to the gradual settling down 
of South Africa and the steady progress of trade out there, he should 
quickly decide as to the methods he will adopt in order to secure to 
himself a share in the boom which will undoubtedly follow the close 
of the war. 

The South African Colonies will require from the mother Country 
not only Mining Machinery, but all those necessaries to which the 20th 
Century has accustomed civilised man. They will require machinery 
of all kinds: agricultural, steam engines, sewing machines, textile 
machinery; rails, iron and steel wire, galvanized sheets, cast and 
wrought iron, lead. They will require beer, spirits, mineral waters, 
medical waters, patent medicines ; cottons, woollens, worsteds, apparel 
of all kinds, boots, cutlery, hardware, haberdashery, paper, saddlery, 
silver, jewellery, and the hundred and one other commodities which go 
to make up the requirements, or fancied requirements, of a civilised 
community. 

South AfHoa for the British. 

England will have spent, or shall spend, two hundred millions 
sterling to establish herself in South Africa. This cost will hang like 
a millstone round the necks of the peoples of Great Britain and Ireland 
and of the new Colonies for many a long day. This being so, the most 
just and reasonable thing in the world would seem to be, that those who 
have made the sacrifice and paid the bill, should be the persons to 
whom the benefits and advantages incumbent upon opening up a new 
continent to civilisation should fall. It is, of course, excellent business 
from the Continental point of view that Great Britain should expend 
the savings of half a century, and sacrifice the flower of her manhood, 
in order to provide Europe generally with profitable trade-areas and 
convenient dumping-grounds for her undesirables. If, however, this 
nation still refuses to take note of the evident designs of our Con- 
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tinental friends, then we shall have ourselves to blame for the con- 
sequences of our folly. No one can save the wilfully blind and neglectful. 

To come from the general to the particular, it is evident that the 
nations of Europe are making preparations to exploit South Africa 
for all it is worth. 

Already the Permit Office is besieged by applicants from all parts 
of Europe, many of them persons vomited forth from the slums of the 
Continent, whose presence in South Africa would amount to an 
unmixed curse. It behoves us to see to it that this kind of flotsam and 
jetsam is not permitted to befoul the South African Colonies. The 
regulations at present obtaining may be considered sufficiently stringent 
to meet the case, but they will have to be modified in certain instances. 

The Englishman, therefore, will have to fight tooth and nail for 
his share in the trade of South Africa, and it behoves him to be up and 
doing without delay. 

Already those on the spot are preparing the way for the influx of 
colonists by dealing with the problem of how to cheapen living in 
South Africa. Mr. Rhodes's cold-storage scheme aims at something 
more than working profits as food purveyors to South Africa. 

Mr. Rhodes recognises the prime necessity of cheaper living in 
Rhodesia and the whole of South Africa, and it is a desire to further 
this end that has led to his present enterprise. The South African 
Supply and Cold Storage Company has demonstrated the profit-earning 
possibilities in South African cold storage, and Mr. Rhodes now 
proposes to prove its possibilities in cheapening the food supply of 
the people. 

We see something of the power and purpose of the De Beers 
organisation in the way it has carried through its first deal. It not only 
under-tendered Sir James Sivewright*s company in competing for the 
Army contracts, but we are told that it did it in the most pronounced 
and emphatic manner. For a while the new Company will have enough 
to do in obtaining adequate supplies in fulfilment of these contracts ; 
but we believe it is the intention to incur no unnecessary delay in the 
erection of cold-storage chambers throughout South Africa as far 
north as Bulawayo, ind to bring into being a fleet of specially-con- 
structed steamers possessing the most modern advantages in the way 
of cold-storage accommodation and refrigeration to carry the meat 
supplies from Australia and New Zealand. The enterprise will, of 
course, give a welcome stimulus to the meat trade of Australasia, and it 
will lead, we may confidently anticipate, to a sensible reduction in the 
butchers* bills of all our South African Colonists who are prepared to 
sink a natural preference for home-grown meat. 

In this way living in South Africa should be cheapened, and an 
important modification of one of the factors that has seriously tended 
to retard the development of the country will be effected. South 
Africa is unquestionably one of the dearest parts of the British, or, for 
that matter, any other Empire. It is, of course, the natural outcome 
of the conditions prevailing there — the result of the circumstances that 
the food supply of the country has in the main to be brought from 
over-sea and carried inland to the various centres of population over 
considerable distances ; but it is possible, by cutting down the profits 
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of the middlemen and by modifying the Customs tariff in regard to 
foodstuffs and other simple necessaries of life, to considerably cheapen 
the conditions. Mr. Rhodes probably means to adopt both these 
measures to gain the end he has in view, for it will be remembered 
that Rhodesia has quite recently withdrawn from the Customs Union 
of South Africa, and is therefore free to a large extent to act inde- 
pendently in the matter. Whatever is done, the cost of living in 
Rhodesia can never, or, at any rate, not for some years to come, be 
cheap, but there is, happily, a good prospect that it will soon make 
progress in that direction. 

To return to the question of advertising : — 

The uncertain value of advertising in the Colonies — that is to say, 
the value of the returns for the money spent in newspaper and maga- 
zine space, has been largely due to the fact that the home-advertising 
agencies have only been able to base their knowledge, as to the 
comparative value of various publications, on indirect information. 
They are too far away from reliable sources to gain any but a coloured 
report, and can only act according to their judgment. 

It would be possible to mention instances in which their judgment 
has been at fault — doubtless, through want of more accurate in- 
formation. 

Advertisements appear in unfavourable media, offering goods quite 
unsuited to the requirements of the district, and others are omitted 
from papers in the localities where returns would be secured. Spare 
has been occupied in papers of no standing in preference to others in 
the same district having double and treble the circulation at no higher 
rates, or very slightly in advance. Either of these steps has proved a 
waste of money for the advertiser, and one cannot be surprised at him 
saying — " Well, I don't think there's much good in advertising in the 
Colonies ; anyway, the returns are very uncertain." 

On the contrary, there is no reason at all why advertising in 
South Africa should not pay, but it must be rightly conducted and 
judiciously placed ; the matter and design must be attractively set up, 
whether type-set or electro-block, to make it stand out above the 
ordinary displayed " ad " of the local merchant. 

The general impression in the Colony inclines to the opinion that 
people don't read advertisements. After carefully testing several 
districts for various classes of goods, we came to the conclusion that the 
blame was due entirely to the bad way in which " ads " were set up. 
allowed to remain unaltered for weeks, even months at a stretch, and, 
in truth, did not advertise — they were nothing more or less than 
"cards." 

That our conclusion was correct was clearly proved by adopting 
new, live, systematic methods in advertising goods for sale, and not 
merely stating the names of firms and their addresses. The success 
that resulted became very quickly noticeable, both by the concerns 
to whom we had introduced no *• Guess-work " advertising, and their 
competitors, to say nothing of the buying public, who were always 
interested in ** Somebody's " latest " ad." 

The populations of the different centres ot South Africa have 
been of a very cosmopolitan nature in the past, and required different 
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treatment and consideration. We may safely conclude that the British 
element will preponderate more largely than ever, after the settlement 
of the country, but the Dutch colonists will still remain, and will form 
a staple market for which advertisers should especially cater. 

Their demands are distinct, as apart from Europeans, and vary 
with the district in which they live. Advertisements designed with a 
view to reach them, should be worded in the *' taal,^^ and embellished 
with attractive cuts illustrating the subject 

The farming population, scattered over the country, is another 
class well worth cultivating. There are a number of good English 
and Dutch papers devoted to farming interests, and their readers are 
always anxious to get the papers whenever they come into town, 
taking them back to their homes and closely perusing the contents, 
news and advertisements, and discuss them with the family for several 
days. 

Owing to the increased cost of living in South Africa, printed 
matter is quoted at a much higher figure than in England. Newspaper 
advertising rates are more than proportionately higher for circulation not 
so great ; but we have no hesitation in saying that, taken on the whole, 
the advertisement charges are well worth the money spent, to the 
advertiser who knows how to make good use of space. 

Bill-posting; as another means of gaining publicity, is not developed 
to the extent that it is in England. Owing to the war several good 
stations have been allowed to remain idle, though it is understood that 
this branch will be increasingly developed when business once more 
resumes a normal condition, and opportunities will not be wanting to 
secure paying results in good centres. 

Were it not for the fact that the publications of the Orange River 
Colony and Transvaal are at present disorganised, and likely enough 
will be added to once British occupation is an accomplished fact, we 
would have included a scheme, suggesting what ground might be 
covered to considerable advantage by intending advertisers, but it may 
be here mentioned that such papers as : — 

Cape Town — The Cape Argus, daily and weekly ; The Cape 
Times, daily and weekly. Johannesburg — The Johannesburg Star, 
daily and weekly. Orange River Colony— The Bloemfontein Post, 
daily. Buluwayo — The Buluwayo Chronicle, daily and weekly. 
Salisbury— The Rhodesia Herald, daily and weekly. Umtali— The 
Rhodesia Advertiser, bi-weekly. Durban— Natal Mercury. Port 
Elizabeth— Eastern Province Herald. Kimberley — Diamond Fields 
Advertiser, well cover the ground, are representative organs, and are 
reasonable in price. 

With the birth of the New Year comes the dawn of a new era, new 
hopes, new aims, new aspirations. The old order gives way to the new. 
The Vierkleur has been hauled down, and the Union Jack unfurled and 
hoisted. The unsettled, uncertain conditions that prevailed for 
altogether too long are giving way with kaleidoscopic rapidity to a feel- 
ing of security and contentment, bringing in its train hopefulness and 
ultimate happiness. The absorbing feature and topic of conversation 
is the return of the population and the re-establishment of business. 
There are people on both sides of the counter. Business is brisk. 
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The sound of the stamps from the mines along the reef is as melody 
compared to the boom of the cannon which not so long ago disturbed 
the place from its sluggishness. You see the march of progress, the 
contented mechanic ; the artisan and the artist ; you see manufacturing 
industries like huge beehives, and commercial establishments with 
hosts of attendants and clerks ; you see the dauntless speculator in his 
den speculating and contemplating, and the energetic and enterprising 
professional men moving about actively as if they were in a hurry and 
had to catch two trains at once, and have made up their minds to miss 
neither of them. And then there is another colossal cloud of smoke 
which seems to represent mountains of gold and millions of money, 
and right above that fancy pictures a prosperous city and a nation at 
rest Each one that comes back is paving the way for somebody else 
to return, and the process of licking into shape will increase and extend 
like the circling ripples on the surface of the water when some object 
is thrown into a pond, and so help to accelerate the great task of re- 
habilitation and repopulation with the concomitant resumption of trade 
and the reunion of families and friends.

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TRADE-MARKS 

As a valuable Asset in any advertised business. 

Among the perplexities in advertising there is one certainty which 
none dispute — that is, the certainty of the value of a distinctive mark, 
sign, or title. A trade-mark consisting of a distinctive picture, catch- 
line, emblem, or device that gathers strength from repetition, is a matter 
deserving of the strictest attention of all advertisers. 

In getting out such a trade-mark, whereby your advertisements 
will be known when and wherever they appear, always endeavour to 
embody in its design that which at once conveys three things — (i) what 
it is made of, (2) what it is made for, and (3) what is the result of its 
use. When this is done you have at your command a trade-mark that 
counts for a great deal in the success of your advertising. A design 
should, under all circumstances, be registered as a trade-mark, and if 
the registration thereof has been carried through in the proper manner," 
it offers you, in the first place, protection against the piracy that, 
unfortunately, so often takes place in the commercial world. Secondly, 
it is one of the most reliable means of associating at a glance the 
article of manufacture with advertisement, and also may be termed 
the foundation stone of any advertising house. You attain a quicker 
and more certain result than if you went about it by way of advertising 
a particular name or catch-line for years and years in order to entitle 
you by common law to its sole use, and chanced the "other people" 
taking a similar course. There is no doubt that the Trade-Marks 
department is a very important one to the advertiser, for it really gives 
him the material to build his advertisements on and his firm a foothold 
in commercial business not easily set aside. 

If instances are required as proof of these assertions, take the 
designs of " Monkey Brand " Soap, •* Zebra " Grate Polish, or 
** Quaker'* Oats. And to particularise an instance, take the "Won't 
wash clothes" monkey. He is always busy polishing something or 
other, and this particular ape is a strong argument in favour of 
the cleaning propensities of the article advertised — he is always 
demonstrative, and there is reason in what he is depicted doing every 
time. The idea is not burlesque, ahhough it is grotesque. It is its 
grotesqueness that makes it stand out from similar advertisements ; it 
is the idea of a monkey making things clean, and, above all, keeping 
himself in such a perfect state that causes this advertisement to be one 
of the most telling and remunerative of its class. 

All advertisers interested in trade-marks will find the following 
article, by Walter R. Warren, Barrister-at-Law, both interesting and of 
practical value.

A registered trade-mark can only be assigned in company with the 
assignment of the goodwill which vests in another person (the assignee) 
the right to sell the particular goods. So that the trade-marks may be 
sold with the goodwill on a dissolution of partnership ; or by a trustee 
in bankruptcy. 

An assignment of an English trade-mark, together with a goodwill, 
must be in writing and stamped with an ad valorem stamp. A series of 
trade-marks are assignable and transmissible only as a whole. 

When a person becomes entitled by assignment, transmission, or 
other operation of law to a registered trade-mark, the Comptroller 
shall, on request and on proof of title to his satisfaction, cause the 
name of such person to be entered as proprietor of such trade-mark in 
the register. The person whose name is, for the time being, entered 
in such roister as proprietor shall, subject to any rights appearing from 
such register to be vested in any other person, have power absolutely 
to assign, grant licences as to, or otherwise deal with, the same, and 
give effectual receipts for any consideration for such assignment, 
licence, or dealing. 

The registration of a person as proprietor of a trade-mark shall be 
prim&fade evidence of his right to the exclusive use of the trade-mark, 
and shall, after the expiration of five years from the date of registration, 
be conclusive evidence of his right to exclusive use of the trade-mark, 
subject to the provisions of the Acts. 

All the rights of the registered proprietor pass upon bankruptcy to

a trade-mark ; in such an action it is necessary to show the probability 
of deception, or a design to deceive. 

Such an action is available where a person has represented or done 
acts calculated to lead intending purchasers or customers to believe that 
his goods or business are the goods or business of the person aggrieved. 
An action of this kind is generally brought where there has been an 
imitation of an unregistered trade-mark, or trade name, or a false 
pretence of connection with the plaintiff's business, or advertising the 
someone else's prize medals as one's own. For these wrongs also there 
may be immediate temporary relief by way of injunction.

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TESTING ADVERTISEMENTS. 



Eliminate all *' Guess-work** from Advertising. 



There is no reason why space in publications should not be bought 
on the basis of actual value for actual delivery of actual goods, t.^., 
results, just like tea, butter, or any other commodity or article of 
commerce. 

So that advertisers may know how to do these things, we have 
devised a system which will get at the actual facts — will tell them 
whether a publication is given the returns to pay for the advertising 
expenditure therein. 

There is no need to grope in the dark, and ** suppose" it's paying 
all right. In working a Mail-Order business you want to be "sure,' 
you don't want to be "guessing" at it; therefore those readers who 
are in business, and anticipate branching out in this up-to-date form 
of remunerative trade, will be much interested in the system of 
advertising tests, embodying an analysis that counts for building 
successful businesses. 

In placing out a new advertisement do not at once order for a 
number of papers or for a long series of insertions. First select the 
one most suitable which should answer better than all the others. It 
may be that the advertisement is lacking in some essential feature, 
and will not pull at all, and it follows that if the most suitable of all 
the papers fails to bring business, it is quite certain that the other 
papers would also fail. Therefore fresh copy must be tried until one 
is proved to be a success. In this way the experimental stage of an 
advertisement is limited to a very small outlay. As soon as it is proved 
that an advertisement pays it can be ordered for other suitable papers. 
Even if the profit from one paper is only small, yet this small profit can 
be multiplied twenty or thirty times by placing the advertisement in 
twenty or thirty additional papers, and quite a profitable business 
can soon be got together. It is, however, absolutely necessary to keep 
a close watch on the returns from each paper so that any falling off 
can immediately be detected, and the reason ascertained. This can 
only be done satisfactorily by a well thought-out plan, but as the 
results are so tar reaching, all advertisers should make it one of the 
most essential features of their advertising business. 

The method illustrated not only shows how full particulars of the 
advertisement, such as date, key, size of space, price, etc., can all be 
compressed into a card 3 inches deep by 4^ inches wide, but that it 
also registers with the utmost simplicity the full number of replies 
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received, the actual amount of money spent, and the actual amount of 
money received back from such expenditure right through two whole 
years It will be seen that the two cards are placed together. That 
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the first one registers daily the number of enquiries and the amount of 
money received from these enquiries. At the end of each month the 
total is simply transferred to the yearly card, so that without having to 
look through several books and make endless calculations, the whole 
transactions of any particular newspaper advertisement can be seen at 
one glance. 

When a firm is advertising in a number of publications, it is well 
to prepare an account giving a general survey of the whole advertising 
scheme, showing the aggregate expenditure and returns. With a little 
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careful ruling this can also be done in a comparatively small compass, j 
illustrated by the following cut.

This illustration is a photographic reproduction of a page con- 
taining the particulars of twenty-two different publications for two 
months. It is always advisable to keep an account of this kind, as it 
is a splendid system for checking advertisement invoices, and being 
able to see at once the results for any given period. 

These returns, when properly kept, are of immense help to an 
advertiser in many ways. Sometimes an advertisement will bring 
hundreds of enquiries but very few orders, showing either that the 
goods are beyond the reach of the readers appealed to, or perhaps that 
the goods are not sufficiently high-class. Again, advertisements pay 
better in one season than another, and in such cases the advertiser may 
reduce the space for those certain months, not, however, breaking the 
continuity of the advertising, and concentrating his main efforts during 
the particular season when the public buy most freely. This and 
much other useful information is the result of carefully testing your 
advertisements. 

The cards can be securely locked in the oak case, illustrated on 
page 44, and about one hundred can be got into an inch space, and 
yet in such a way that any particular card can be instantly taken out or 
replaced.

If a person whom it is sought to bind by such "conditions" 
denies that he knew of or agreed to them, the Law is that it is always 
a question of fact to be proved whether the party relying on the 
'•conditions'* took reasonable care and trouble to bring them to the 
notice of the other party before the latter accepted the other and general 
terms of the offer, and communicated them as being the terms on which 
alone he, the former, was willing to do business. And stricter proof of 
knowledge would no doubt be required in any case where the conditions 
were of an extraordinary and stringent kind. 

So much for the terms of an offer or promise.

An offer must be accepted within a 
reasonable time, determined according to the circum- 
stances of the particular case. 

If the proposer has specified a certain time for acceptance then the 
offer must be accepted before the expiration of that time. It comes to 
this, an offer need never be kept open, unless some consideration is 
given for so doing — but if withdrawn, notice must be given immediately 
to the other party lest he should accept it and so make withdrawal 
impossible.

Of course, if a person receives an offer and then before accepting 
it becomes indirectly aware that the offer has been withdrawn, he 
cannot accept the offer and bind the proposer, for such knowledge acts 
as sufficient notice. 

An acceptance consists in acting on the proposer's request or offer. 
If what is required is a promise, the acceptor must communicate his 
promise by such means and in such manner as the proposer has 
authorised ; or, in the absence of any express authority or intimation, 
by any reasonable and usual means deemed to be within the contem- 
plation of the proposer and acceptor, — for example, by post, by 
telegraph, telephone, &c.

A few words of advice or warning here may be given with regard 
to two or three ma,tters which specially affect people who advertise. 
Wopds to ('^ Whenever you are advertising upon the faith of 
fhfi Wise some special representations made to you without 
ine wise, ^^ich you would not have advertised in that 
particular paper, it is always well (when you can) to get those repre- 
sentations committed to writing by the person who makes them. You 
may want to use them in a Court of Law, and mere words will 
not always be effectual, and are subject to contradiction ; whereas if 
you have the statements written down, you can produce them and let 
them speak for themselves. It frequently happens fhat an Agent will 
induce you to advertise in a paper or journal which he represents on 
the strength of saying that its circulation is ** so many thousands *' 
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(mentioning a high figure), or that your advertisement will be inserted 
in every issue *' during the season " (which he docs not define)^ or that 
his paper circulates largely among a special class, dec., dtc. Now, if 
any of these statements are of such importance to you as to be likely 
to induce you to give an order on the strength of their being true, 
they should be made in writing. If the agent or his principal refuses 
to state them in writing, you may generally disbelieve them or reduce 
their value by much more than 50 per ceni. It they are willing to put 
them into writing and do so, and you give the order, this written 
representation will be of service to you in the event ot your discovering 
the facts to be false, for the purpose either of resisting a claim for pay- 
ment for the insertions, or of bringing an action for damages for 
deceit. 

Moreover, when inserting an advertisement, it is much better to be 
precise than vague. It is better to say *' tor so many weeks certain 
or at least," than to say ** for the season " or •* until stopped," &c., &c. 
Fix your liability, and state dearly the extent of your right in terms 
which cannot be misunderstood. You are likely to forget the 
advertisement that is inserted "until stopped"; but you can easily 
make an entry in your diary when an advenisement ceases, if you mark 
the limit of its running beforehand. It is not likely that the Newspaper 
or your Agent will ever remind you that it is, like Charley's Aunt, 
•* still running " — for that is contrary to their interests. But they are, 
if they want your business, pretty sure to remind you when your 
advertisement is running out. 

Note. -I do not say that statements made before order given, but 
not in writing are valueless— but that they are often disputed and 
difficult to prove. 

(2) Remember, if you are the advertiser, every word in your 
advertisement may be put in evidence against you, by someone who 
acts upon it. Therefore, it becomes you, when advertising houses, 
horses, goods, &c., for sale, to be caretul not to state one word more 
than is true or sufficient for the purpose in hand ; otherwise you may 
find yourself in Court, confronted with your advertisement in an action 
for damages for misdescription or breach of warranty or what not. 

(3) It is equally necessary to warn advertisers when advertising 
their own goods, ^c, to refrain from making any reference direct or 
indirect to other firms, or their goods or methods of doing business, 
lest they find themselves threatened with proceedings for libel or 
defaming or disparaging the goods of their neighbours. 

(4) People whose names (whether natural or trade names) are the 
same as those of other people, and whose businesses are also of the 
same or a similar nature must be careful, when advertising, not to give 
the public an impression that they are *'the other people," and so 
mislead the public to the detriment of the other traders. There is an 
unlawful as well as a lawful way of drawing away other people's 
customers — and one such unlawful way is by deceitfully causing those 
misguided customers to believe that your firm is the firm they generally 
deal with, whereas, in fact, it is not 

You are liable to be sued for so doing. 

(5) I^astly, no terms of a contract can be too clear. Let every- 
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thing be expressly stated. Let there no matter of the slightest 
importance be left to an *' understanding." An understanding 
generally means a misunderstanding, and it is to be avoided like the 
plague. 

An agreement clearly, fully, definitely and simply expressed^ 
whether in spoken or written words, is after all the very best under- 
standing, and can only result in mutual satisfaction. 

It has been thought advisable and useful to add the following few 
instances of direct legislation and judicial decision affecting advertisers.

It appeared that the plaintiff had acted for many years as the 
defendants' advertisement agent in London under an agreement by 
which he was entitled to a commission on all advertisements which the 
defendants received from London, whether received through the plaintiff 
or not. Recently the defendants terminated the plaintiff's engagement, 
and plaintiff contended that under a custom of the business he was 
entitled, though he had ceased to act as the defendants' agent, to 
receive commission on all renewals of advertisements originally intro- 
duced by him. 

The defendants denied that there was any such custom, and in 
support of their contention called several managers of newspapers. 

The Court held that there was no such custom, and, therefore, 
judgment was entered for the defendants with costs.

Nor does it make any difference that the advertisement was inserted in 

a county newspaper, which circulated at the residence of the person. 

Take a case, Mr. Home was what is called a ** common carrier," 
that is to say an individual who undertakes to carry goods tor persons 
generally and holds himself out to carry goods for hire, as a business^ and 
not as a casual occupation. Now all common carriers have, generally, 
two obligations ; (i) they must carry for anybody regardless of persons; 
(3) they must answer for all things which they carry. But this latter 
obligation has been restricted by Acts of Parliament. Now Mr. Home 
desired to avoid liability in the case of loss of any parcels entrusted to 
his care for carriage ; and he tried to get out this way. He advertised 
in a local weekly newspaper to the efjfect that he would not be res- 
ponsible for parcels of any value lost by his coach unless certified at 
the time of booking, and paid for accordingly.

But 
Rowley, he lay low and came to Court. At the trial Home spoke a lot 
about his advertisement, and said he was not liable for the loss of the 
** notes " because Rowley had never intimated (was it likely he would when 
booking the parcel ? ) that it contained bank-notes of a certain value. 
Home tried to show that his advertisement refusing liability except on 
those conditions formed part ot his contract with Rowley, because, said 
Home (and he proved it) " Rowley has taken this newspaper in for 
three years every week." But the jury smiled at one another and 
found a verdict in favour of Rowley. Poor Horne was greatly troubled 
and tried. He thought the jury were all jackanapes, and he applied to

It has been well said, a person is not obliged to set the law 
in motion for the prosecution of a criminal, and ffurefy to forbear is 
no offence. But to take corruptly any reward for helping a person to 
property stolen or obtained by felony or misdemeanour — unless all due 
diligence to bring the offender to trial has been employed — is itself a 
felony and punishable as such by penal servitude to the extent of seven 
years. 

With regard to the above-mentioned instance of advertising and 
offering a reward, &c., no such action as that referred to may be 
brought to recover the forfeiture from the printer and publisher except 
within six months after the forfeiture is incurred. Nor can the action 
be brought by anyone against any of the offenders in such a case with- 
out first obtaining the written sanction of the Attorney-General or 
Solicitor-General. The person bringing the action is called a common 
informer.

of Advertising" from the earliest times. In that issue it was en- 
deavoured to show that advertising was co-eval with the human race, 
and universal in its permeation of all tribes and peoples. 
A RetrOSI>ect. That among modern excavations and discoveries, 
nothing was more wonderful than their illustrations of 
the all-absorbing passion to advertise and to be advertised. Tablets of 
wood, and stone, and wax, monuments of brass and gold ; papyrus and 
parchment; manuscript and mouldering tome, all record one common 
story — advertisement !

All QAFtA And Q"*^°^ " ads," " ads " for runaways, puffs for pills and 
condSi^ ointments; the "ads" of good citizens, and great 
9onaiuons ^^^^s, and a thousand other kinds came teeming into 
that history of advertisement down to 1901. We 
traced the history of liberation from imposition of tax, and payment of 
duty in respect of newspapers. We recorded the growth, development, 
and multiplication of the means and ways of advertising — and of the 
accessories and facilities of advertising — and the change of the old 
order giving place to the new. This " History of Advertisement " can- 
not be reproduced this year on account of the want of space, but it 
remains on record in the last edition, to be seen and read by those 
whose interests are keen enough for such pursuits. We propose in this 
article to give a few matters in connection with advertising, which have 
been the subject of public discussion, municipal legislation, or judicial 
decision during the course of the past year.

177 *^ divide a certain specified sum of money 

among those persons who should correctly guess the 

result of a certain horserace then shortly about to be run. The 

persons were to write down their guesses upon certain form^ called 
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" coupons," which were issued with each number of the newspaper, and 
to return the coupons so filled up to the Defendant's said office. The 
other conditions of the offer were, that only one coupon could be 
filled in free of charge, and that if subscribers (or competitors) desired 
to make more than one attempt, any number of extra coupons could be 
filled in, if a penny stamp was forwarded with each coupon, in respect 
of each guess made. A large number of persons every week sent in to 
the Defendant's office coupons filled in as above stated, accompanied 
by the necessary remittances of money ; and by this means large sums 
of money were received at the office. Upon these facts the question 
was raised — Had the Defendant " unlawfully opened, kept, and used 
an office for the purpose of money being received, by and on her 
behalf, as the consideration for undertaking to pay thereafter, money on 
events relating to horse races," within the meaning of the Betting 
Act, 1853. 

The question arose upon an indictment, for such an ofience, at the 
Central Criminal Court, where the Defendant was convicted. The 
case was stated and reser\'ed for the consideration of the Court for 
Crown Cases Reserved, before whom the above question was answered 
affirmatively by five judges of the High Court of Justice. 

But ^^^ matters did not finish there. As a consequence of 

adviptifiinir *^*' decision, the printers of the Sporting Luck refused 

the " CouMn *^ ^^^ ^"' ^^^^ contract, on the grounds that the 

C^mimtltlma"^^'^'*'^"^^ appearance of such an advertisement in that 

uompeuuons paper, rendered it an illegal act to print the newspaper.

2 KB 470 '^^^ plaintiff" in the action, Mr. Joseph Stoddart, sued 

• the Argus Printing Company, to recover damages for 

breach of contract in refusing to carry out an agreement under which 
they undertook to print that newspaper. 

The Defendants said they were justified in refusing to carry out 
the agreement on the ground that Sporting^ Luck contained an advertise- 
ment headed *' International Supplement," which related to horse-racing 
competitions, the publication of which it was alleged was an offence 
against the Betting House Acts of 1853 and 1874. Mrs. Stoddart was 
tried and convicted for having opened, kept, and used an office for the 
purpose of betting, and this conviction was upheld by the Court for 
Crown Casei Reserved. Mr. Stoddart subsequently made arrangements 
for the money in respect of the coupons to be sent to an office opened 
by him in Holland, and it was contended that this was no infringement 
of the Betting House Acts, which related only to transactions in the 
United Kingdom. 

The Court were of opinion that there must be judgment for the 
plaintiff upon a somewhat narrow ground, viz.: — that the different 
sections of the Betting Acts, upon which reliance had been placed by 
the Defendant printers, did not prohibit advertisements of this 
character. It had been suggested that the place where the Plaintiff 
carried on his business made a difference, but it was not necessary for 
the Court to decide that point at all. If this business had been the 
business which Mrs. Stoddart carried on, and for which she was con- 
victed, the advertisement of the business was not of such a nature as 
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that described in the statement of the defence. The Court passed no 
opinion upon whether or not the Plaintiff was carrying on a legal 
business. Nothing that the Court said on that occasion would injure 
or assist Mr. Stoddart at the hearing of certain summonses which had 
been already taken out against him. Even if he was doing exactly the 
same thing for which Mrs. Stoddart was convicted, neither of the 
sections relied on by the Defendants made it illegal for the Defendant 
printers to print and publish this particular competition. Therefore, 
the Court held that there was no excuse for the Defendants' refusal to 
perform their contract. 

It may be here stated that the statutes referred to relate to 
advertisements of betting-houses, &c., as sources of information and 
advice with regard to betting — that is a very different matter from the 
advertisement of the " coupon competition."

The advertising agent was acting on behalf of the proprietors of 

" Edwards' Desiccated Soup," who, in June, 1899, caused to be erected 

an electric advertisement sign over the front of the premises in the 

position above-mentioned. The sign consisted of a wooden case 

with a glass front, the case being attached to the external wall of the 

premises by iron brackets, a space of six inches intervening between 

the back of the case and the wall, and a portion of the apparatus working 

the sign being within the room on the first floor. The sign measured 

ten feet six inches in height by seven feet in breadth, and when lighted 

by electricity showed an advertisement of " Edwards' Desiccated Soup." 

The sign was placed immediately over the cornice of the shop front, 

and projected only sixteen inches (including the iron brackets) beyond the 

external wall of the premises. The sign did not project over the highway. 

In March, 1900, the L.C.C. surveyor called the tenant's attention 

to it, and in the same month the L.C.C. served a notice on the tenant 

requiring him to comply with the law. 

In the "information," and in the summons issued upon the 
" information," the offence was charged as having been committed by 
the tenant in or about December, 1899— the date when it was first 
brought to the attention of the Council— that is to say, within six 
calendar months of the date of the " information ;" whereas, in fact, 
the sign was erected in June, 1899, i>., more than six months before 
the " information." ^ ,

On 23rd May, 1900, notice of an appointment to define the 
general line of buildings of the tenant's premises was served by the 
L.C.C. on the tenant, and, later, such line was defined as being the 
main fronts of the building.

Many years ago a custom arose, among a certain set of 
traders, of advertising their goods and place of business by a picture- 
puzzle, which the reading public were requested to solve, while the per- 
plexed were advised to apply to .. Others distributed the yearly 

calendar with their name, address, and description of their business and 
wares appended to it in some prominent manner. Side by side with 
these modes of advertising, a number of very enterprising and ingenious 
minds contrived a variety of problems, tasks, and puzzles to be solved 
by the public upon payment of a small entrance fee, and, by way of 
remuneration, a tempting sum of money was offered to the successful 
competitors. 

It would be tedious and unnecessary to try to enumerate the many 
and diverse kinds of these competitions — of which a great number were 
not only very cleverly contrived, but perfectly legitimate and valid. 
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Probably it is from this source that the later practice has sprung up, 
among some houses of business, of employing these or similar modes 
of competitive activity, not merely to advertise, but also to sell their 
goods. 

A I cannot help observing that no such method is adopted 

obsfiPVAtion ^^ ^^^ ^^^ ^^^ ^^ business houses, and that it is 
ODseryauon. ^^i^^ys open to comment that those goods which are 
sold and bargained for, otherwise than in the plain old straightforward 
manner, must be either inferior in quality or sold at a price greatly 
enhanced beyond their market value. 

However, the present point is this, that whether such advertise- 
ments consist of missing-word competitions, correcting words wrongly 
spelt, enumerating a limited list of the most popular books or authors, 
counting the number of wrongly spelt words in a particular edition of a 
certain periodical or journal, or any other form in which competition is 
called into play, it is by no means certain that the advertisement is 
lawful or criminal. There may be two '* ads " similar in kind, but 
inserted by two diflferent firms— one may be lawful, the other unlawful 
and criminal. 

If an advertiser will think sufficiently and logically an announce- 
ment can be written which wilt bring the same results, and will not 
be of a questionable nature, or open to the possibility of being- 
brought into collision with the law. 

In conclusion, the following is an instance where a King's 
Counsellor had a great deal to do with the actual drafting of an 
advertising label — ^this case should afford interesting reading to all 
advertisers.

"Messrs. Pearks, Gunston, and Tee, grocers, of Bayer Street, 
" Golden Lane, E.C., were summoned at the South- Western Court, at 
" the instance of the Wandsworth Borough Council, for selling at their 
" branch shop, at 140, High Road, Streatham, on July 5th, butter which 
"contained 65 per cent, over the usually accepted standard of 16 per 
" cent, of moisture. 

" Mr. A. H. Bodkin prosecuted, the defendants being represented 
" by Mr. George Elliott. 

" Mr. Bodkin said the defendants were traders on a large scale, 
" possessing throughout the country 140 shops, where they sold what 
" they called butter. Their method of business was to import Colonial 
"butter— a particularly dry produce — and by a skilful mechanical 
" process, which consisted of first softening the butter, pouring it into a 
" sort of cylindrical chum, adding a certain percentage of pure milk, and 
" then giving the machine a few revolutions, they turned out ' Pearks* 
" Butter.' (Laughter.) They thus re-introduced into their article the 
" very element — viz., moisture — which the producer of ordinary butter 
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'* was at pains to eliminate. The accepted standard of moisture in butter 
" was 16 percent., a high percentage ; but in the case of the defendants* 
" butter the moisture rose to between 20 and 23 per cent. The defendants 
" turned out about 500 tons per week in this butter, and from their adver- 
"tisements, prominent in which were illustrations of dairymaids — 
" (laughter )--one gathered that 256,000 persons daily consumed this com- 
'' pound. It was an artificial, not a natural, production, and, when it was 
" considered that milk was worth f d. a lb. in weight, he should leave it to 
'' his learned friend to calculate what profit arose from the sale of their 
'' mixture, and what the buyer paid for the milk * suspended ' in the 
'' butter. The present prosecution differed from the many others which 
'^ had been initiated against the firm by reason of the fact that, since the 
" recent decision in the High Court by Mr. Justice Wills, the defendants 
'* had issued labels, in which the butter was wrapped, and placed notices 
" conspicuously in their shops, which bore the following words : — 

* Pearks' Butter. This choicest butter— blended with pure 

' English full cream milk by new and improved machinery, whereby 

' it retains about 20 to 23 per cent, of moisture, and acquires that 

' delicacy of flavour which has made Pearks' butter so famous.' 

" That label, argued counsel, was misleading, and did not absolve 
" the defendants from the operation of that section of the Act which 
'* dealt with the fraudulent introduction of additional matter into butter 
" for the purpose of increasing its bulk or weight. 

''In cross-examination, Mr. William Kitchener, the Council's 
'' inspector, admitted that he understood he was to receive butter con- 
'' taininR from 20 to 23 per cent, of moisture. 

" Mr. John Causfield, a director of the defendants' company, was 
'' called as a witness by the prosecution, and detailed the process of 
" production of their butter. In answer to Mr. Bodkin he stated that 
'' the percentage of moisture was determined by the condition of the 
'' Colonial butter, and by the season of the year at which it was sold. 

'' Mr. Bodkin : Then do you mean to say that in the case of 
''ordinary butter the moisture is greater at midsummer than at 
" Christmas ?— Yes. 

"I see. Then you follow the cow— at a distance. (Laughter.) 
" Now, as regards this printed label. Who drafted it ? — Mr. Horace 
" Avory and Mr. Bonsey. 

" One of His Majesty's counsel and a junior. (Laughter.) Is this 
" your advertisement ? — ^Yes. 

" Was that produced by the same eminent counsel ? (Laughter.) 
" Who proposed the dairymaids ? (More laughter.) 

" Mr. Elliott : I must really protest against Mr. Bodkin penetrating 
" the secrets of my learned friends' chambers. (Laughter.) 

" In defence Mr. Elliott submitted that by the label the defendants 
" had ingeniously and legitimately disclosed to the purchaser what he 
" was buying, and therefore the purchaser was in no way deceived. 

" Mr. Garrett, in giving judgment, found as a fact that the object 
" of the defendants was to introduce additional moisture, and so increase 
"the bulk, weight, or measure of the butter ; and, secondly, that the 
" addition was made fraudulently. As regards the pnnted label, which, 
" he said, was very skilfully drawn, and reflected credit on those who 
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^^ drafted it, it would be difficult, he thought, to imagine a statement 
*'' more calculated to mislead those unacquainted with the constituents 
^^ of butter. If the defendants wished to inform their customers what 
^* they were selling they could have done so in plainer language. He 
** inflicted a penalty of ;6'io, with ^^5 ss. costs. 

'^ His worship granted a case for the consideration of the High 
*' Court, but the appeal has not yet been heard and determined; 
" although appeals in other cases of a precisely similar nature have been 
** allowed and decided in favour of the advertisers." 

It must certainly be said that these proceedings have constituted 
one of the most valuable forms of advertisements which Messrs. 
Pearks and Co. could have had.

The Stamp Act, 1891 (as amended and extended by subsequent 
enactments), is now the principal statute regulating the stamping of 
agreements and other documents. 

In the following list of stamp duties I merely intend to set forth 
such information as I think may be useful to those who, from day to 
day, have to deal with contracts contained in letters, bills of lading, 
bills of exchange, and other formal or informal agreements and trans- 
actions of a similar kind. 

Attention is also called to the closing *' Observations.'* 

(i) Generally speaking, every Agreement or Memorandum of 
Agreement* made in England or Ireland (or made in Scotland with- 
out any clause of registration), which is written but is iw?/ under seal^ 
and not specially charged with the payment of any other duty, must be 
stamped 6d. 

The following are some exceptions to the above rule and do not 
need stamping :—

Observations : — 

(i.> To avoid penalties all ''agreements'* must be stamped 
within 14 days of their date ; nearly all other documents within 30 
days. 

(ii.) Penalty for not stamping varies, but is often ^10, and 
sometimes more, tn addition to interest upon and payment of the 
amount of the proper sUmps. 

(iii.) A document liable to any duty referred to as the basis 
of a contract cannot be produced in evidence unless stamped with 
its appropriate stamp. 

(iv.) An agreement consisting of several letters may be 
proved, or produced in evidence, under one stamp, if the letters are 
those written while the contract is being made; and the stamp may 
be upon any letter of the series. 

(v.) An I.O.U. does not need a stamp. 

(vi.) Sor does 2l mere acknowledgment of a debt, provided it 
is not a " receipt." 

(vii.) But if a promise to pay is added, it may become either 
an " agreement " or " promissory note," and thus need stamping 
accordingly. 

(viii.) Warranty upon sale of a horse does not need stamping. 

(ix.) Agreement for work and labour needs stamping. 

(X.) Contract for supply of water by a water company is 
exempt from stamp duty. 
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(xi. ) Some kinds of " hire-purchase " contracts do not need 
stamping — viz., where they are out-and-out sales, 

(xii.) The following are not considered ** goods*': — Shares 
in companies, foreign stock, fixtures attached to the freehold, house 
sold as old building materials for pulling down, crops taken over 
by incoming farm tenant. 

(xiii.) No document requires an " agreement stamp" unless 
it amounts to an agreement or a memorandum of an agreement. 

(xiv.) The mere fact that a document may assist in proving 
a contract does not render it chargeable with stamp duty. 

(xv.) A mere proposal or offer, until accepted, amounts to 
nothing. If accepted in writing, the offer and acceptance together 
amount to an agreement ; but if accepted verbally or by conduct 
such acceptance does not necessarily convert the offer into an 
agreement. 

(xvi.) So that, generally speaking, an offer made by adver- 
tisement does not need stamping, if accepted otherwise than by 
writing. 

(xvii.) The question often is whether the document is the 
foundation of a completed contract. 

(xviii.) When an order for the insertion of ** ads" is given, 
and the order amounts to £,^ or more, it is doubtful whether the 
order needs stamping — whether it is an ** agreement." There is 
no clear decision upon the point, but the safer advice is to stamp. 

(xix.) Many formidable and legal documents have been 
purposely omitted from the above list (such as mortgages, leases, 
conveyances and assignments) because their addition would swell 
the list unduly, and because their details depend too closely upon 
the particular circumstances attending each individual case. 

(xx.) Most of the above-mentioned documents need the 
stamp to be impressed either at Somerset House or Central Office 
of Courts of Justice, Strand, or at some similar stamping office ; 
some few documents, such as " agreements," receipts, &c., may be 
stamped with an adhesive stamp, which should be affixed to the 
document before it is signed. 

(xxi.) Final Advice to all :— When in doubt what to do 
consult some living and competent authority.

As an example of high-class advertising and apparently of ^'editoriar* 
effort, the " Descriptive Article with Illustrations " is probably the 
most effective method of catching the public eye in a high-class paper 
or Magazine. If you are moving into new premises, or if you have 
something new and choice, by all means let people know, tell them all 
about it, and show attractive pictures of it. It is necessary to get 
good photographic blocks and chatty, enlightening reading matter. 
An article such as this, followed up by small displayed advertisements, 
is a very successful method of continuous advertising. The following 
is submitted as an example of this refined method of advertising, which 
occupied a full page of Country Life Illustrated. It will be observed 
that these are not snap-shot, but fine art views, in which all the details 
are clearly brought out.

This is quite 
a novel arrangement, and one to be 
recommended for private houses in 
preference to the starting rope 
usually employed. Cage designs 
also seem a speciality of the firm, 
and the examples exhibited of their 
work in this direction show that 
their facilities for producing highly 
finished cabinet work are equal 
to those for turning out heavy 
machinery ; they thus have the 
great advantage of completing the
